ASMARA (ENA) — The high- 
level meeting on the “Red Star” Re-

ASMARA (ENA) — Preparations 
are underway to make basic com- 
modities available to the masses in 
the districts and provinces of Eritrea 
region, following the routing of the 
secessionist bandits by the Revolution- 
ary Liberation Army and the. return 
of peace and tranquility in the re- 
gion. | 

This was disclosed here by Com- 
rade Abebe Kebede, Minister of Do- 
mestic Trade and COPWE Central 
Committee member, in a statement he 
made ‘on the role of the Ministry of 
Domestic Trade in connection with 
the launching of the multi-faceted re- 
volutionary campaign in Eritrea re- 
gion. 

Comrade Abebe said that a task 
force entrusted with the equitable dis- 
tribution of basic commodities to the 
people living in the districts and pro- 
vinces of Eritrea region has been 
formed and will assist in the imple- 
mentation of the efforts being-made so 
as to enable the Eritrean masses to 
benefit from the fruits of the revolu- 
tion.

The Minister of Domestic Trade 
pointed out that the task force just 
formed is making preparations to take 
appropriate measures after having in- 
spected the activities of the various 
committees and evaluated the strength 
of mass organizations in the region.

Multi-Faceted Undertaking 


In the address to the nation at the 
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high-level and historic meeting attended by 1,205 participants, Comrade Chairman 
Mengistu said the multi-faceted revolutionary campaign in Eritrea region encom- 
passes all aspects of political, social and economic life. He pointed out that the 
goal is to restore normalcy to the region, rebuild vital infrastructure destroyed 
by the secessionists, organize, politicize and arm the working class and generally 
build a socialist order in the region He said the ampaign will be executed with 
the joint efforts of the Revolutionary Government, COPWE, the Ethiopian br d mas~ 
ses and the working people of the region. 








Speaking earlier, Comrade Aman- 
uel Amde-Mikael, Deputy Senior Mi- 
nister, COPWE Central Committee 
Member, and Gecretary-Gerteral of 
the multi-faceted revolutionary cam- 
-paign in Eritrea region, elaborated on 
the characteristic and goal of the ca- 
mpeign. 

At the outset, Comrade Chairman 
Mengistu made note of the character 
of the Revolution at this stage and 
said not only has it drawn the line 
of distinction between its allies and 
its enemies but has also forged ahead 
by scoring momentous victories. The 
Revolution has not been confined to 
Ethiopia’s national frontiers but has 
also altered the alignment of forces 
in the region, Comrade Chairman 
Mengistu said. 

The Revolutionary Leader said ono 
of the major problems facing the na- 
tion has been that existing in Eritrea 
region which he described as_ the 
foundation and cradle of Ethiopia's 
history. He recalled the successive 
waves of aggression mounted against 
Ethiopia over the centuries through 
the region and said colonialism not 
only brought about death and des- 
truction in its wake but also polluted 
culture. While Eritrea region remain- 
ed under alien rule for 60-70 years, 
he noted, the rest of the country was 
in the grip of neo-colonialism. Both 
the feudal and bourgeois classes were 
hathed under this situation, it was 
pointed out. 


Building Just System 
Comrade Chairman Mengistu went 
on to enumerate the causes of Ethio- 
pia’s under-development and said that 
the objective reality prevailing in the 
country at the moment is euch that 
thebofatton to our shortcomings lies 
in “a change of system, class strug- 

gle and generally Revolution.” 


Noting that the unity of the coun- 
try and the supremacy of the Revo- 
lution have been guaranteed through 
immense sacrifice, Comrade Chair- 
man Mengistu said that it is in Erit- 
rea region alone that “we find the 
last die-hard reactionary stronghold 
bent on destroying while we build and 
challenging the Revolution and the 


people.” 


Comrade Chairman Mengistu said 
the historic gathering in Asmara was 
assembled to examine and make de- 
cisions on a “supreme, decisive, and 
revolutionary issue.” He said the 
meeting will, on the one hand, tackle 
numerous problems of pressing na- 
ture and, on the other, draw up stra- 
tegy for eradicating in the form of a 

campaign the social and economic 


malaise which have 


plagued the 


Ethiopian people. “We are in parti- 
cular endeavouring to alleviate the 
extremely complex and bitter econo- 
mic and social difficulties of the peo- 
ple of Eritrea region,” he said. 


Comrade Chairman Mengistu went 
on: “We are bracing ourselves for 
the task not only on the basis of truth 
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but we also intend to untangle un- 
assailable truths from the many that 


are now choked and etrangled hy 
weeds. We are arrayed to remove the 


dangers of death, exile, fear, hunger 
and deprivation which are hovering 
Over our compatriots.” 

The PMAC Chairman pointed out 
that the secessionist bandits doubled 
and quadrupled their activities in the 
region during the revolutionary 
period’ in the belief that an oppor- 
tune moment had presented itself. 
He said although the people of the 
region shouldered the brunt of the 
adversity, the problem is one that is 
shared by the entire nation.

it is extremely essential that the last 
bastions of the movement are dis

Comrade Chairman Mengistu noted 
that the various secessionist groups 
were-at thé forefront of the reaction- 
ary attempt at stifling the revoluion 
in its cradle. He said these anti-peo- 
ple gangs used every slogan to con- 
fuse the Ethiopian people and mis- 
inform the international community. 
True to the saying that “market riots 
benefit the thief,” it was noted, the 
secessionist bandits took advantage 
of the Somalia invasion and counter- 
revolutionary activities in the hinter- 
land to infiltrate major towns -in the 
region and terrorize the people while 
continuing the orgy of wanton des- 
struction and causing severe econo- 
mic dislocation. 


The Revolutionary Leader pointed 
out to the meeting that the anti- 
people and ani-unity traitors caused 


“the kind of ruthless destruction which 
even the fascist Italian forces did not 
commit on their rereat.

“It 
is a double crime that history can 
never forget,” Comrade Chairman 
Mengistu said, “We are determined 
to settle accounts with these crimin- 
als who, having lost all sense of hon- 
our and self-respect, will not stop 
from attempting to sell the honour of 
the people.” .

COTU GOVERNING COUNCIL ALTERS CONSTITUTION

THE Cotu governing council 


sitting in Kisumu has amended 


the organisation’s constitution to 
require the workers to subacribe 
5/- to Cotu directly through the 
check-off system. 

The meeting, first since the 
organisation’s eave meeting 
last year, named its eg,» here 
the Tom Mboya Labour College, 
Kisumu, in honour of the late 
minister’s role in the labour 
movement. The meeting also 
amended other parts of its con- 
stitution and elected a 15- 
member executive board and five 
members of the finance commit- 
tee. 

The governing council tackled 
the cost of living and affirmed the 
recent data collection on prices 
and workers’ basic requirements. 

The council directed the 
organisation to sit with a team of 
economic experts to formulate 
what a worker should expect in 
view of the data collected. 

The meeting added another 
rule to the constitution which 
stated: ‘“The labour college which 
Cotu has now established at 
Kisumu may at any time at the 
discretion of the governing 
council be made the subject of a 
separate trust by transfer from 
the trustees of Cotu to separate 
trustees appointed by the 
executive board of all land 
buildings and equipments con- 
stituting the same upon such 
separate trusts (including provi- 
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sions for administration thereof 
by a separate board of governors) 
as the executive board may deter- 
mine. 

“There shall also be paid or 
transferred to any such separate 
trustees of the said labour college 
for the purposes of the said trusts 
such funds or other assets of Cotu 
as the executive board may from 
time to time at its discretion 
resolve.”

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INFORMATION POLICY IS DUBBED VITAL

A POLICY on Kenya’s information 
is not only necessary, but essential 
and should therefore have been for- 
mulated “‘vesterday’”’. 

The reason for this is that the 
use of information has, for a long 
time been taken for granted, par- 
ticularly by planners and decision- 
makers. As a result, information 
has been neglected, abused arid 
indeed wasted. 

This is so because information is 
not a commodity which, in 
economic terms, can be measured 
in units to which can be assigned 
particular values, nor can it be 
measured in financial terms. 

Unfortunately, however, infor- 
mation needs are often recognised 
only when difficulties or failures 
are experienced. This happened i') 
1957 in US. The Russians launched 
their first sputnik an achievement 
which took the Americans by great 
surprise because the Americans 
did not think that the Russians 
had the technical capability to 
succeed in such a venture at that 
time. 

However, this surprise turned to 
dismay and annoyance when the 
Americans discovered that the 
necessary technical developments 
had already been described in the 
Russian scientific literature’ and 
they could have therefore 
anticipated the launching. The 
only mistake with the Americans 
was that they had not read the 
Russian scientific literature. 

After the launching of this 
sputnik, there was a frantic rush

‘by the Americans into the cover- 
to-cover translation of Russian 
scientific journals! 


Research 


Coming home to East Africa, 
this lack of regard for the impor- 
tance of information occurred in 
one of Kenya’s scientific reaserch 
stations when an African director 
took over one of the E.A. Com- 
munity research stations. He spent 
a great deal of time planning 
research projects only to discover 
later that practically every project 
he had planned had already been 
carried out before by the expatriate 
research workers who had left 
masses of data in files in the office. 

Thus, he incurred a lot of 
unnecessary expenses by 
duplicating time and effort. 

It is a truism that the establish- 
ment of an information policy 
assumes the fact that information 
is an important resource. It also 
assumes that the existing arrange- 
ments for the availability of in- 
formation are inadequate. 

Information is important to 
every human being if he is to effec- 
tively contribute to the economic, 
political and social development of 
a country as well as to its quality of 
life. Information is also a fun- 
damental resource, just as energy 
or matter which affects all human 
activity. 

This means that information is 
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not only a national resource, vital 
to scientific and economic process, 
but also the medium of social com- 
munication and must thus‘be 
regarded as an essential com- 
modity to which access must be 
everybody's basic right. Informa- 
tion, like oxygen in the air, is a 
universal resource. 

Although everybody is born with 
apparatus to use oxygen, however, 
most people lack the ability to use 
information. 

Another parallel is that while 
there are obvious signs whenever 
people suffer from lack of oxygen, 
it is not equally obvious whenever 
there is lack of non-use of informa- 
tion, even when people are 
illiterate due to lack of documen- 
ted information. This illustrates 
how important information is. 

Recognition of the importance of 
information has been revealed, firstly, 
by the National Committee on 
Edueational Objectives and Policies 
(NCEOP, 1976) when it states clearly 
that there is need for curriculum 
change and innovation. The purpose 
for this change is to develop 
individualised learning through 
independent study and reading. | 

This concept implies the availability 
of information and free access to it by 
users. The second reason arises from 
the President when he asked every 
Kenyan to pull resources in order to 
eradicate illiteracy throughout the 
country by 1983. The implication here 
is that every Kenyan is expected to be 
made literate by being provided with 
the right information at the right time. 

Important as information is, there 
are a lot of inadequencies. Even 
though information is available in the 
collections of library, documentation 
and archive services, the potential 
users of these facilities are unaware of 
their existence and the advantage they 
otter.

The worst examples are found in the 
Government departments and 
research stations where there are the 
bulk of highly trained and qualified 
research scientists producing masses of 
research reports. .These research 
findings, only circulate internally 
ending up in confidential files instead 
of being disseminated to the people for 
whom it is intended. 

The problem arising out of this poor 
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organisation of information was voiced 
by Vice-President Mwai Kibaki when 
he said: ‘We who deal with planning 
are all aware that we do not make full 
use of the available information and 
knowledge in this country. More 
important, we are all aware that we do 


not have enough information in fields 
in which we do have to make decision. 

“We are aware that statements we 
mgke are not backed up by detailed 
information. If we are challenged on 
the basis of our statements we could 
not substantiate them to.an audience 
like you.” 

This statement was supported by 
Prof. J. Mungai whe he criticised the 
National Symposium on_ Industrial 
Research and Development at its 
seminar at KIA when he said that 90 
per cent of research knowledge 
required by Kenya is already available 
and there is no need to talk about 


‘ industrial research and development 
‘nor was there any need to engage 


Unesco experts. 

The seminar organisers should have 
known this because Kenya almost got 
embarrassed when it invited an ILO 
mission to investigate into unemploy- 
ment in Kenya. This consultancy did 
not bring in any magic except that the 
report which they produced for Kenya 
was a compilation of the information 
which already existed at the Univer- 
sity of Nairobi! 

The problem is co-ordination and 
co-operation of the information which 
is available in all the library, 
documentation and archive services in 
the country. In addition to this there 
will need to be established a National 
Bibliography linked with a National 
Book Development Council, both of 
which already exist at the Kenya 
National Library Service.

The Legal Deposit Law will also 
need tu be revised as it is not only out 
of date and ineffective but also inade- 
quate in its coverage. 

It can be concluded that an informa- 
tion policy is necessary, for Kenya 
because of a number of reasons. In the 
first place, it is undisputable fact that 
an informed citizenry is the infrastruc- 
ture of its nation. 

On the other hand, an information 
policy would set some guidelines which 
will assist the Government to establish 
machinery through which information 
will flow in a systematic way. 

If there was already a National 
Information Policy, when the National 
Food Policy was created, for example, 
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the need for information would have 
not been taken for granted as is reflec- 
ted in that document. It has not been 
spelled out clearly how important it is 
for agricultural information to be 
organised and simplified for dis- 
semination to both the semi-illiterate 
farmers as well as the consumers ‘of 
agricultural produce. 

A similar inclusion is clearly missing 
in the National Council for Science 
and Technology Act. Here again, there 
is no sign oT hae scientific research 
findings are going to be monitored 
throughout the country so that 
duplication can be avoided and also to 
discover gaps and initiate investiga- 
tions. 

An information scientist should have 
been the next person to be employed 
when the council engaged services of 
the secretary because it is this trained 
and qualified information scientist or 
librarian as they are commonly called, 
who should compile a list of 
researchers, who are investigating 
what problems and to reveal any gaps 
so that the council may be in a position 
to know which areas to look into for 
development. 

In the absence of a policy on our 
national information, we are likely to 
find ourselves unaware of what infor- 
mation is where anc for what. 
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SAFEGUARDS ASKED IN ARMING WANANCHI

IN late 1980 and early last year when the shifta problem 
had reached its highest level in recent times, leaders 
from the North-Eastern Province requested the Govern- 
ment to recruit and arm civilian homeguards to combat 
the problem. 

Wher. the request was made in Parliament by MPs 
from the area, the Government rejected it. The rationale 
behind the Government’s rejection of the pro ] was 
that arms given tocivilians in the area could be used 
against the population or for purposes other than con- 
taining the shiftas. 

any of the shifta bandits were believed to be either 
local people or foreigners known to the residents of the 
affected areas, some of whom at times even gave shelter, 
food and other forms of assistance to the bandits. The 
Government, therefore, had a problem of sorting out who 
could be and who could not be trusted with guns as 
homeguards. 

owards January last year, senior Government 
officials were quoted as saying residents of Tana River 
Di:.trict in Coast Province, which was also affected by the 
shifta menace, would be armed to fight the shiftas. This 
was never implemented, but the idea was to. identify 
people of good record and character who were to be 
trained in the use of fire arms and installed as home 
guards. 

Now, Eastern Provincial Commissioner, Mr. Isaiya 
Mathenge, is reported as saying a similar exercise will 
carried out in the province, especially in divisions bor- 
dering Meru and Isiolo districts. 

. he security situation in some of those districts has 
been deteriorating lately with an increase in raids by 
cattle rustlers especially. Recently, the bandits killed a 


goed and his wife and wounded several members of his 
amily. 

In an effort tc contain the situation, the Government 
has taken a number of stiff security measures, including 
raising the nurnhers of security personnel deployed in the 
area. 

The biggest problem that. the security forces in the 
area face is trying to sap oe, Hache bandits who easily 
blend with the rest of the population and disappear unti] 
they are réady to strike again. The area the security 
forces have to cover is also so large and the various pop- 
ulation centres so far apart that it is difficult to know 
where the bandits will strike next or get there fast enough 
once the bandits have struck. 

Since many of the bandits are known, or at least 
suspected by the local seageny rh they would have been 
rounded up by now if those residents only gave adequate 
information to the authorities to identify the bandits. 
Failing that, information about the movement of suspec- 
ted bandits would assist the security forces track the 
shifta, either before or soon after they had committed 
their atrocities. 

In spite of constani calls by the provincial 
administration officials in the area and Government 
Ministers from Nairobi, the response of the local popula- 
tion in this respect has not been very encouraging. 

Setting up a kind of militia made up of armed 
homeguards in the area may be a good idea in itself. But, 
given the reluctance of some people in the affected areas 
to give the necessary information to track the bandits, 
the Government should he careful to ensure those given 
arms are totally loyal and committed to the eradication 
of the shifta-problems.

She has a home here and 
if she prefers the title of a refu 
she can keep it,’’ said Mr. 
Kariuki. . 

Reports from Dares Salaam on 
Saturday said Miss Mutai had 
been granted refugee status by 
the Tanzanian Government. 


Tanzania’s Mini. + for Home 
Affairs, Brig. Muhiddin Kimario, 
announcing Miss Mutai’s refugee 
status said: ‘Miss Mutai has 
been accepted as a refugee in this 
country on condition that she 
does not use Tanzania to subvert 
Kenya and its Government”. 


Soon after Miss Mutai’s disap- 
pearance from Kenya in October 
Kenya officially requested the 
Tanzanian Government to 
confirm her presence in that 
country. But the Tanzanian 





Government then denied 
knowledge of that request. The 
two governments have a 


‘repatriation agreement which 


states that criminal offenders are 
required to be sent back to the 
country where the alleged crime 
was committed. 


The Tanzanian Minister ex- 
plained that Mutai — believed to 
be the first Kenyan to be accor- 
ded refugee status in Tanzania — 
was accepted in the country like 
any other refugee from Burundi, 
Rwanda, Zaire, South Africa or 
Malawi. He said his orn’ 
action was in line with the 
Geneva Convention and the 
Charter of the Organisation of 
African Unity.

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MP UMURO AMBUSHED, KILLED BY BANDITS

ambush between 
Marsabit and Isiolo. 


The gangsters, believed 
to be shiftas, struck a few 
miles from Merille at 6.30 
p.m. on Sunday when Mr. 
Umuro and six others were 
travelling in a Toyota 
pick-up on the Marsabit- 
Isiolo road. ‘ 

Mr. Umuro died instantly an 
his mutilated body was found in 
the vehicle, with its engine still 
running, police said yesterday. 

One of Mr. Umuro’'s ge 
nions was injured but the other 
five escaped unhurt into the 
bush. Mr. Bundi Murianki 
sustained facial injuries. He was 
admitted to Isiolo Hospital. He is 
reported to have said that he 
counted at least eight gangsters, 
all armed with rifles and dressed 
in army uniform. 

He said they first fired flares to 
light up the on-coming pick-up 
and then started shooting from 
all directions. 

Mr. Umuro collapsed and died 
in the first wave of fire. People in 
the area said they could hear the 
faint sound of shooting. 

Police said Mr. Umuro’'s body 
was heing flown to Nairobi for 
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post-mortem yesterday after- 
noon. 

Motive for the attack has not so 
far been established, but the 
authorities said bandits had fre- 
quently been ambushing vehicles 
in the area. Isiolo Central DO 
Aggtey ae said that short! 
after Mr. Umuro was killed, 
former Marsabit MP Elisha 
Godana -was seriously injured 
when his car overturned a a 
tyre-burst. .

He said the movement was for the benfit of farmers and they must reap the fruits 
of their sweat. 


Addressing a mammoth crowd at Kerugoya stadium, President Moi said that Kirinyaga 
District earned Sh. 184 million from coffee last year but only Sh. 120 million ac- 


tually reached the growers. 
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“When I visit agricultural 
shows, I do not want co-operative 
officers to show me graphs of how 
much money has been made in 
the movement. I want to be told 
how much of this money reached 
the farmers’ pocket,” he said. 


Corruption 


President Moi said he had 
recently appointed a Com- 
missioner for Co-operatives to 
clean up the movement of all 
corruption. However, this should 
be done in the right manner 
without any witch-hunting. 

The President said that corrup- 
tion in society was still a big 
problem and that even some 
educational institutions were 
making claims for salaries for 
teachers who had long since been 
dead. ‘This must stop,”’ he said. 
He asked teachers and the people 
to give him full co-operation to 
enable him to wipe out corrup- 
tion, 

Accompanied by Vice- 
President Mwai Kibaki, several 
Cabinet Ministers, Assistant 
Ministers, MPs and senior Go- 
vernment officials, President Moi 
renewed his call for the pre- 
servation of forests. 

President Moi directed that 
committees be appointed under 
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the chairmanship of provincial 
commissioners to safeguard 
forests. 

He said the committees would 
determine the number of 
servants required in an area. “I 
do not want to go into history as 
the President who allowed the 
destruction of forests,’’ he said 
adding that his directives should 
be properly interpreted and 
implemented. He said forest 
workers should be assisted in 
forming co-operatives so that 
they too could benefit from 
forests.

[Text] Negotiations have opened in Nairobi in which Kenya and France seek new 
areas of mutual economic and cultural co-operation. 


France flew in a special team of six experts to negotiate a "Kenya-France joint 
commission". They were joined at the talks by the French Ambassador to Kenya, 
Mr Roger Duzer, and embassy officials. 


Negotiations cover the wide-ranging fields of co-operation, including general 
education in higher institutions of learning, co-operation in mass-media and 
the teaching of French. 


At these talks, scheduled to last about four days, the Kenyan team, which consists 
of representatives from the Ministries of Information, Higher Education, Transport 
and Communications and the Treasury, is being led by Mr Simeon Shitemi, director 
of the external aid department of the Treasury. 


The negotiators expressed hope that the talks would come to a successful end and 
remarked on the wide knowledge the French people had on Africa. 


The meeting is the second of the Kenya-France joint commission. Mr Patrick Imhaus, 
leading the French team, said Kenya was one of the countries in Africa with which 
France would like to strengthen relations. 


France had long history of relations with Africa, particularly since it was a 
major colonial power in West Africa. 


Yesterday the meeting was told that France now wanted good relations with all of 
Africa, not just West Africa. 


Mr Shitemi said he was impressed with the way the French ruled in North and West 
Africa. He said the French, "unlike the British" who ruled this part of Africa, 


did not build schools based on racial segregation. 


Mr Shitemi said there was a need tu teach French as this would enable Kenya to 
understand what was going on in other parts of the world.

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OLOITIPITIP DISCUSSES LUO POLITICS | 
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[Interview with Oloitipitip by John Esibi]

ON January 12, Local Government 
Minister Stanley Oloitipitip sparked 
off a controversy when he accused 
Luos of voting out pro-Government 
leaders. Some Luo politicians, 
among them Ugenya MP James 
Orengo, objected to the statement. 
Mr. Orengo even asked Mr. 
Oloitipitip not to interfere in the 
affairs of the community. On 
January 28, Mr. Oloitipitip again 
castigated Luos, asking: ‘‘If a leader 
is a Nyayo follower, why do you 
vote him out?”’ 

Here News Editor John Esibi 
questions Mr. Oloitipitip. 

Q. Your remarks that the Luo community 

is fond of voting out of Parliament pro- 
Government leaders and therefore ‘““Nyayo 
oe have generated a public 
debate. In fact some people now think you 
are at logger-heads with certain Luo per- 
sonalities. Can you clarify the issue? 

A. | am not at war with either the Luo 
leaders, or the Luo community as a whole. 
In fact ever since I became the Minister for 
Local Government Affairs, I have travelled 
wide and far to nearly every part of Luoland 
to see for myself development and problems 
there. 

Since I became the Minister in this 
Ministry I have authorised over 100 million 
shillings to develop various local authorities 
in Luoland. 

This explains therefore that personally, | 
have no quarrel with the Luo community. 
Nor do I have a quarrel with the leaders 
there. All I did when I was addressing 
wananchi in the Luoland, was ask the Luvos 
if it was not time they thought twice. 

I told them that the Luo community 
stayed in isolation for the last 12 years, 
before the Nyayo Government took over. I 
told them that this habit of throwing out 
the “Nyayo Ministers” will not assiat them 
in developing their land. 

If a strong supporter of Nyayo Govern- 
ment is thrown out of Parliament. . . then 
what do you think the people stand to gain 
from that tvpe of politics? 





Q. In your opinion, who are the pro- Nyayo 
Luo leaders v ho have been kicked out of 
Parliament through the ballot? 

A. That is an obvious and open secret in 
Luoland. And I am sure you know them as 
well. For example I could enumerate quite a 
numberofthem. -— . 

Take the case of ex-Minister for Power 
and Communications Mr. Isaac Omolo 
Okero. He is the national Kanu chairman.

ause he was a staunch supporter of 


That is not all. I-am told that even the 
current Ministers from Luoland are not all: 


that safe. Go further and analyse the 
political situation in Luoland. How many 
Government Ministers were voted out of 
Parliament during the Kenyatta 
Government? 

People like Mr. Odongo Omamo (now the 
MP for Bondo), Mr. Odero-Jowi (former 
MP for Ndhiwa and also one time a Govern- 
ment Minister) were thrown oui. If the 
trend we gene to be left to carry on like that 
. then n will there ever be development 
in the Luoland? 


_ Q. If what you are saying Mr. Oloitipiti 
is true, then one would be tempted to thin 
that the MPs who took over from the ones 
who were voted out are not ‘“‘Nvavo 
supporters’. But how come that. some of the 
replacements in Luoland are currently 
Govern ment Ministers? Are you not arguing 
that their replacements, even though they 
are in the Government, are in fact anti- 
Nyayo? 

A. No, I have not said that. First of all the 
one who replaced Mr. Omamo later was not 
in the Government. Incidentally Mr. 
Omamo recaptured his seat. 

Same as the one who replaced Mr. Ogutu. 
He is not a Government chew. Thay 


two were from Siaya alone. And as you very 
well know. . . a Minister is someone who 
ought to be respected. 

A Minister is someone who is expected to 
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make greater decisions for the benefit of 
their respective people. So I am not imply- 
ing that thev are not Nyayo supporters. 
Many of them say they are. 

We know many of them are Nyavyo 
supporters... But why is this habit of 
throwing Ministers of the Government of 
day out of Parliament? 

So all I was telling the Luo community 
was that, in order to remain in good books 
with the Government of the time, please 
think twice before you drop all or some of 
the Ministers out of Parliament. 

If you do that, you are bound to have a 
new person altogether and it takes a bit of 
time for such a person to acquaint himself 
with the local problems. 

Q. But it would appear that the Luo com- 
munity could as well argue that the MPs 
they bring to Parliament are what they con- 
sider true Nyayo supporters. The fact that 
an MP is not a Cabinet Minister may not 
necessarily mean one is not a true Nyayo 
supporter. What is your opinion on this con- 
cept Mr. Oloitipitip? 

A. Lentirely agree with you. But I was just 
merely cautioning them when I said that. 
But what we hear, is that many of those 
who were thrown out of Parliament were 
very close to the Nyayo philosophy. 

Q. I would like to refer you Mr. Minister 
to a specific case. Take for example in 
Ndiwa Constituency. The MP who defeated 
a former MP is in this Government as an 
Assistant Minister. Are you implying that 
Mr. Owigo Olang’, an Assistant Minister 
and the MP is not supporting this 
Government? ° 


A. Mr. Olang’ is a true Nyayo supporter 
and he knows that even himself. He equally 
knows all what I am talking about. 

@. What is your impression regarding 
former Vice-President and former MP for 
Bondo, Mr. Oginga Odinga when it es 
to politics governing the Coland? ould 
you classify him as pro- or anti-Nyayo 
leader? 

A. That one, I don't know. As far as I 
know Mr. Odinga is now politically no 
longer a leader. Therefore anybody trying to 
follow him is merely wasting his/her own 
time. G 


Q. Back on Luo politics, it would appear 
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public opinion in Luoland is such that you 
are interfering with their own internal 
affairs by suggesting who and how they 
should elect their leaders. How would the 
Masai take it if a Luo personality were to go 
around advising them exactly just on that” 
A. I have not said and never will I ever 
advise the Luos as to who they should elect 
to Parliament. They have the freedon: to do 
that. But all I am saying is that those they 
have elected, and have been given a chance 
by the President to become Ministers, 
should be given a chance to deliver the 


s. 

I will never tell the Luo that vote to 
Parliament so and so. Even myself... I don't 
know whether I will be re-elected, as the 
gain is not something one can be sure 
or. 

Incidentally, une of the current Luo MPs 
who castigated me last week for having baid 
that, (Mr. James Orengo) has himself gone 
on record just advising the people in Nyeri 
as to who they should vote to Parliament! 

Q. Incidentally Mr. Oloitipitip consider-

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TANZANIA, KENYA PONDER BORDER OPENING 
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[Text] Tanzania's Foreign Minister Salim Ahmen Salim said in Nairobi yesterday 
the state of affairs in East Africa regarding the closure of the Kenya-Tanzania 
border was not the best. 


Mr. Salim said the opening of the border will depend cn normalisation of relations 
between Kenya, Uganda and Tanzania, the erstwhile partners in the now defunct East 
African Community (EAC). 


He said the question of reopening the border could not be dealt with in isolation. 
"Everything is being done towards that end," Mr. Salim said on arrival at Jomo 
Kenyatta International Airport. He said the three States must lay the foundation 
of solid understanding and friendship. 


He was in Nairobi for a few hours to deliver a message from Tanzanian President 
Julisu Nyerere to President Moi, the current Chairman of the Organisation of Af- 
rican Unity (OAU). He left for Dar es Salaam in the afternoon. 


Mr. Salim said all the three countries wanted to normaiise relations. 
"The meeting of the ministers concerned in respect to the assets of the Community 
and everything related thereto will be taking place in July. I think all these are 


part of the efforts to normalise relations", he said. 


"We are really determined to do everything possible to normalise relations and it 
is in that spirit that the question of the border must be considered", he said. 


Tanzania closed its border with 


Kenya in July 1977, fuiowing the 
collapse of the East African Com- 
munity, of whict. Uganda was 


also a partner. Since then, Tan- 
zania has insisted on a satisfac- 
torv sharing of the assets of the 
Community as one of the condi- 


tions for agreeing to reopen the 


border. 

Under the Community, Kenya, 
U'yanda and Tanzania had 
common railways, posts and. 
telecommunications, customs 
and airline among other services. 


According to the World Bank- 
appointed mediator, Prof. Victor 
Umbricht, the liabilities and 
assets of the EAC are estimated 
to be worth Sh: 10 billion. 

The Community's offices were 


hased in Kenya, Uganda and Tan- 


zania to provide common services 
in the region, with headquarters 
in Arusha,* Tanzania. Dr. 
Umbricht’'s assignment followed 
the collapse of the EAC. 

On the recently-signed East, 
Central and Southern Africa 
Preferential Trade Area (PTA) 
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agreement, Mr. Salim said the 
only reason why Tanzania did not 
sign the treaty was that, “in our 
consideration of the situation we 
felt that considering our present 
obligations and some of the 
problems that we have, we will 
not be in a position to faithfully 
and actively implement the 
requirements of the agreement". 

He said Tanzania's decision 
not to sign the agreement had 
nothing to do with the reopening 
of the border. 


On his candidancy for the post 
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of United Nations secretary- 
general, Mr. Salim said he did 
not understand why the United 
States cast its veto against him in 
the Security Council.""No public 
or private explanation was given 
by the US”, he said. 

“You cannot have a socialist or 
capitalist UN caeeanty-Gonten!. 
In fact, I was not a Tanzanian 
candidate, but an African can- 
didate”’, he said. 

Mr. Salim said he was grateful 
to Presidents Moi and Nyerere for 
their support during his bid for 
the post. “Everything that could 
be done was done”, he said. 

Mr. Salim, whose candidature 
was vetoed several times by the 
US and he was forced to 
withdraw, said: ‘I suspect that 
part of the problem is the 
stereotype perceptions that 

eople tend to have about 
individuals or other people. But 
essentially I think that one issue 
to be recognised is that the US is 
a permanent member of the 
Security Council. Like any other 
permanent member, they have 
their own perception of ages 
and in that perception they felt 
that, given the circumstances, 
they could not support my can- 
didature.” 
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PRESIDENT Moi vestetday 
appointed Mr. Alfred Henry 
Simpson Acting Chief Justice in 
the place of Sir James Wicks, who 
is proceeding on leave. 

Mr. Simpson was sworn in at 
State House, Nairobi, by the 
acting Registrar of the High 
Court, Mr. J.S. Patel, and was 
witnessed by Attorney-General 
Joseph Kamere, Chief Secretary 
Jeremiah Kiereini and a Perma- 
nent Secretary in the President's 
Office, Mr. Mr. Simon Nyachae.

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KENYA TO HOST EUCHARIST CONGRESS 
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PRESIDENT Moi yesterday 
received a special message from 
Pope John Pau! I] addressed to 
all Catholics and the nation as a 
whole. 

The message was delivered by 
Cardinal Maurice Otunga who is 
also the Archbishop of Nairobi, at 
Nakuru State House. 

Cardinal Otunga was accom- 
panied by the Vatican represen- 
tative in Nairobi, the Bishop of 
Ngong, the Most Reverend Collin 
Davis and the Bishop of Nakuru, 
the Most Reverend Ndingi 
Mwana wa Nzeki. 

Nairobi has been chosen by 
Pope John Paul II as the site for 
the 43rd_ International 
Eucharistic Congress. This’ was 
made public yesterday at the 
Vatican. 

The event will bring thousands 
to Kenya at a date to be fixed in 
July-August 1985, a Press state- 
ment by the Apostolic Nun- 
ciature in Nairobi said last night. 

An International Eucharistic 
cones is a world gathering of 
Catholics, whose purpose is 
theologica! reflection and 
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spiritual renewal, centred onthe 
mystery of the Holy Eucharist, 
the sacrament of unity and 
charity. The Congress consists of 
a cultural aspect: dedicated to 
the study of the theme of the 
Congress; and a liturgical aspect: 
calling thousands of people to 
prayer before the sacrament 
which is the source of the 
Church's life. e 

Such congresses have been 
held regularly since 1881, except 
in times of war. The Pope usually 
participates at each Congress in 
the person of a specially dtsign- 
ated Cardinal Legate. 

A local committee will organise 
the preparations for the complex 
event, with various commissions 
being assigned to deal with 
programme matters, spiritual 
readiness, publicity and press, 
transport and accommodation, 
etc. Congress usually lasts 
five davs. 

Previous congresses have been 
held: in Melbourne (1973), in 
Philadelphia (1976) and, most 
recently, in Lourdes (1981).

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IMPROVED BANK SERVICE ASKED

[Text] N° country can hope to achieve 
any measure of economic growth 
unless its people save. For unless 
a country invests a portion of its 
gross national product, it will 
always look to outsiders for 
investments, often at a price the 
host country can ill afford. 


The burden of saving must, 
therefore, be shouldered by a 
country’s nationals who must be 
induced to postpone their 
immediate consumption for the 
future. The nation has, in turn, a 
responsibility to provide this 
inducement coupled with the 
assurance that the saver will get 
more in future for the amount 
saved than he would get if he 
— his earnings immediately. 

is inducement is all the more 
important during inflationary 
times, like now, when con- 
sumerism is in vogue. 

The opening and continued 
expansion of banks in which the 
State has a stake, demonstrates 


that the Government is aware of 


its role. This —— was 
further underscored by the Post 
Office’s introduction of premium 
bonds and the Save-As- You-Earn 
Scheme as well as the starting of 
various building societies. 


The Government's noble ideals 
are, however, frustrated by 
various individuals working in 
some of these institutions. Many 
of these culpable employees seem 
to be unaware of what is expected 
of them. 


Such employees fail to realise 
that their only excuse for being 
where they are is to serve And to 
serve in a manner that would 
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satisfy the most discerning 
customer. 

The resulting dissatisfaction 
leads to unalloyed cynism 
whenever heads of such institu- 
tions promise to provide better 
se. vice. For many a customer get 
a raw deal even as the promise is 
being made. 


A typical ore of r 
service is the Nationa! Bank of 
Kenya in some of its branches. 
When it opened its door, many a 
mwananchi flocked there to open 
accounts in the belief thet he was 
helping to build the nation much 
better by banking with the 
national bank. 


Disillusionment, | owever, 
soon set in. For it was not uncom- 
mon to have a cheque returned 
ostensibly because the account 
has no funds when the employer 
had remitted the money 4 or more 
davs earlier. Whereas it was bad 
enough when such a thi 
pened to the customer cashing his 
own cheque, it was very 
humiliating when he had sent 
another person. 

Another irritant is having to 
wait sometimes for an hour before 
the cheque is cleared for payment 
especially when the custc .ner can 
clearly see bank employees 
milling around seemingly doing 
nothing. The customer may be 
forgiven for deducing that the 
employees delay his cheque with 
the sole intention of impressing 
on him how important they are 
one therefore, how unimportant 

e is. 


The sum total of such 


employees’ irresponsibility is that 
customers begin trikling out 
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although, thanks to the difficulty 
of opening an account, not in the 
numbers that they flocked in. 
The majority remain, seething 
with suppressed anger and 
frustration, because they realise 
how impotent they are to change 
anything. 

A few brave souls leave the 
whole banking establishment 
opting to get their earnings, 
which may not be too impreasive 
to some bank employees, in cash. 


Needless to add, the taking out 
of such funds at a time when the 
country needs all the money it 
can get to finance various 
activities does serious harm to the 
economy. It also contributes to 
the general decline in the coun- 
try’s productivity. 

The only rational alternative is 
to replace the few employees who 
do not have the service concept 
with those who do. There are 
many unemployed but qualified 
people who would jump at the 


ffer. 
" At another level, the Govern- 


ment and the private sector to a 
lesser extent, must imbue their 
employees with the knowledge 
that the country cannot. thrive 
unless everyo at the 
absence OF nd other natural 
resources leaves it with no other 
option than to sell the best 
service it can while trying to 
produce high quality goods. 

The country — and more 
especially the banking 
community — must borrow a leaf 
from such resource-poor countries 
as Japan, Hong Kong, and 
Singapore which are effectively 
competing with such resource- 
rich nations as America and 
others.

Saddled in the moun- 
tainous shadows of Ol Donyo 
Orok, Longido, Mt. Meru, 
Kilimanjaro and countless 
hills, Namanga has only two 
service stations, Shell and 
Agip. Agip Motel (almost 
everyone calls it ‘‘Ahjeep’’) is 


the hub of activity, offering 


wayside motel facilities and a 
big curio shop. Opposite the 
motel is the curio’ market, 
selling genuine Masai 
handwork and artifacts. 

There are pretty young girls 
and fat ugly women, slim 
young men and fat ugly men. 
And lots of kids everywhere. 
The bars are noisy and filled 
with smoke, much like any 
place else. 

Some Somali men while 
away their time nibbling 
miraa. Smoking, drinking 
and chewing miraa are the 
“national pastimes’. There's 
nothing else to do. Miraa is 
cheap — ten bob a “kilo” (a 
“kilo” is a bundle). Loud 
transistor music fills the air. 

The landscape is 
everywhere dominated by the 
glistening 19,340ft. snow-cap 
of Kilimanjaro which appears 
to the traveller on clear days 
like a gigantic sugarloaf 
sitting serenely in a peaceful 


landscape. Thus Africa’s 


highest mountain provides a 


fitting backdrop to a wild 
region where the pastoral 
Masai and their cattle ~have 
lived in harmony with wild 
creatures for many a céntury. 

There are open plains; 
extensive clumps of yellow- 
barked acacia woodland; 
rocky, lava strewn thorn-bush 
country; swamps and 
marshes, and, above the 
border town of Namanga, the 
8,000ft massif of Ol Donyo 
Orok, which remains 
zoolvgically unexplored to 
this day. 


Namanga itself is onl 
165km. from Nairobi throug 
a beautiful tarmac road that 
is, for the most part, fairly 
idle. There is hardly any 
traffic to speak of. During our 
2shr. drive, we saw only about 
a dozen oncoming cars and 
trucks and perhaps five or six 
Korebis with a handful of 
tourists each. 

As you enter Namanga, 
roadside signs announce 
Excellent Accommodation, 

‘cod, Swimming Pool 
— leading up to Namanga 
River Hotel, the best place in 
town. However, there was no. 
trace of a booking made a day 
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earlier by telephone from 
Nairobi. Here, the rates, com- 
pared to Nairobi hotels, are 
rather high. 

There is only one school in 
the town. Ali H. Hamud is a 
Std. VI pupil at Nemanga 
Primary School. Born and 
brought up in Namanga, Ali 
has no idea what he wants to 
become when he grows up. 
After CPE, he says, he wants 
to work in Nairobi. 

Why Nairobi? ‘Well, what 
is there to do in Namanga? I 
don’t want to be a 
businessman. The only thing 
here is business. If want to 
work and make money. After 
CPE I'll go to Narok or 
Kajiado for my secondary 
education, then find a job in 
Nairobi,” young Ali says. 

Lamu’s former District 
Commissioner, Mr. George 
Njenga nog is now the DC 
for Kajiado istrict. In fact, 
he’s been around these parts 
since November 1981. When I 
met him at “Ahjeep”’ service 
station and motel he was busy 
with preparations to receive 
President Moi at Stanley 
Oloitipitip’s son’s weddin 
last weekend. Flags an 
drapings graced the little 


town.

It is generally easier f. 
people from Tanzania to pa 
through, but very difficult f 
reople to get through the 

anzanian border control, I 
was told. 

The DC voices everyone's 
sentiments when he says 
everyone wants to see the 
border open again. ‘‘The 
border has now been closed 
for five years and the closure 
has affected business. 

“The lifeblood of Namanga 
is the tourists and visitors on 
their way to or from Amboseli 
— that is what makes the 
town survive,” he says. 

‘““lbe main crime here is 
smuggling, but at present it is 
well under control. Smuggling 
involves mostly foodstuffs, 
and, of course, as you all 
know, currency.”’ The DC 
says 100/- Kenyan shillings 
can fetch 500/- Tanzanian 
shillings. 

The town has two churches, 
one run by the African Inland 
Mission, the other a Roman 
Catholic establishment. The 
AIC church is just past the 
border post as you enter from 
Tanzania. Behind this church 
is the Namanga Health 
Centre, which is a 
Government-run clinic 
opened by President Moi as 
Vice-President in 1969. There 
are skeletal in-patient and 
out-patient facilities but no 
qualified doctor around. 

The man in charge is 
Clinical Officer Theophilus 
K. Mukonza, 30. He is 
married with six children, 
three boys and three giris. 
The stone-built building 
contains a laboratory for HB 
estimation, blood grouping, 
stoo! and urine tests — “‘sim- 
ple tests as no sophisticated 
equipment is available’, he 
SVS. 

The general ward has seven 
beds and usually admits 
cnildren. The health centre 
closes at 4.14 p.m. but from 
then on one member of staff is 
on call until morning. 

The only qualified staff are 
“technicians, two common 


nurses and one enrolled 
nurse. About 100 cases are 
examined daily, but when 
they hold the MCH FP 
“clinic”, about 8G cases are 
average. Most are minor cases 
and serious ones are referred 
to Kajiado District Hospital 
100km. away. 

Maternity emergencies are 
likely at night. There is no 
electricity and health centre 
staff use dim-lit hurricane- 
lamps which strain the eyes. 
The patients, I understand, 
come from both sides of the 
border. 

Obviously more staff are 
needed. But most important 
is the need for a fence round 
the health centre as animals 
trespass fairly often. “The 
other day there were lions 
where you have parked your 
car,’ Mr. Mukonza told me. 

There’s also a stone-built 
mosque which is nearly ready, 
run by Maalim Omar of 
Mombasa. About five-dozen 

eople attend Friday prayers. 
There's a madrassa next to 
the mosque, run by a Kokni 
teacher from Nairobi. 


There is no cinema, no 
disco, no entertainment. 
“When we do get a film, it is 
usually shown at Agip motel 
where the restaurant is used 
to screen the films, which 
come about once every year. 
It’s so irregular no one seems 
to remember. Tickets are 8/- 
and 10/- per head and the 
crowd is cantankerous and 
noisy,”” says Mohamed Tahir 
alias ‘“‘Kondoo”’. 

“The only night life exists 
at Maisha Bar, which is a 
kind of night club for us,”’ he 
adds. Maisha Bar, I found 
out, is a mud-built house 
about 100 yards off the main 
Namanga-Arusha road a 
couple of hundred yards from 
the Tanzanian border. Here 
men and women mix freely in 
a noisy atmosphere that’s 
filled with loud music, 
cigarette smoke and idle 
chatter. 

‘Occasionally there's a 
disco at Agip and at weekends 
at the Namanga River Hotel. 
People pay 15/- per head to 
enter and the shannanigans 
can go on till dawn. Usually 
these discos end about three 
in the morning,’’ says 
Kondoo. 
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“The only sport is Darts; 
and the only dartboard exists 
at wrest Bar which is 
— of the best and biggest 

otel in the area, the 
Namanga River Hotel. 
However, the swimming pool 
announced on the big 
welcoming billboard is non- 
existent: it has been out of 
commission for nearly a year 
and no one has any idea when 
it will come into use again. 
The receptionist. Sheila, 
hazards a guess. “It might be 
in use again about the middle 
of this year,”’ she says, trying 
to be nice about it in the 
scorching heat of the day. 

There are no qualified 
mechanics in the town either, 
no garage and no spare-parts 
dealers. The repairs are 
carried out, again, at ‘“Ah- 
jeep” where. Kondoo (one of 
the most likable persons in 
Namanga — everyone greets 
him, everyone knows him, and 
everyone respects this young 
man) helps out the tourist 
traffic with minor repairs. 

The first hotel (what a 
ear word that is — 
otel!) on your left as you 


enter from the Tanzanian 


side is Bismillahi Hotel, 
within 50 yards of The Fence. 
Even Ali Aden, 26, agrees 
business is dull. “‘The good 
old days are gone,”’ he says 
ruefully. ‘But life goes on.” 

Aden has no big ambitions, 
no big pleasures to seek out of 
life. It doesn’t matter whether 
there is cinema or other forms 
of entertainment so long as 
there is business. And, right 
now, business is bad. 

Mrs. Rose Peter is a buxom 
country girl from Machakos. 
This 20-year-old mother of 
two lovely girls says business 
is dead. “It was very good 
before Tanzania sealed the 
border,’’ she says. 

Rose sells dresses and 
imported sports sneakers and 
ladies’ shoes. When J asked 
her the price of some fine 
Adidas-type sneakers, she 
asked me which side of the 
border I had materialised 
from. When I said Kenya, she 
said one hundred and sixty 
bob; then I asked what | 
would have had to pay if I was 
from Tanzania. She thought, 
sized me up and said, “Hey, 
you some kind of reporter?” I 
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said | was just trying to figure 
out the difference. She told 
me she would have charged 
me 450/- if 1 had come from 
across the border. 

Both her daughters attend 
the Catholic school. She'd 
like to see cinema and other 
forms of entertainment 
introduced in the town. 

At the next dress and shoe 
shop from Rose’s, I speak to a 
fat woman behind the counter 
who’s reluctant to give me 
any personal details. At first 
she agrees she owns the shop, 
then turns round and says she 
works there. No matter. How 
do you sell these shoes? “‘180/- 
Kenya money, 450/- Tanzania 
money,’’ she says. 

Why this difference? ‘You 
see, Tanzanians have a lot of 
money, but nothing to buy. 
So they come to do their 
shopping here.” 

What sort of things do they 
buy? “Everything. Clothes, 
shoes, soap, ghee, cooking fat, 
even salt and sugar and rice.”’ 

Pravin \Pattni is grabbing 
the tourist market with 
locally made curios and 
jewellery in silver. Pendants, 
bracelets, rings, ear-rings, the 
lot. “‘This is not pure silver,” 
he explains. ‘‘Ii’s sterling 
silver.” 

Compared with Nairobi his 
prices are fairly reasonable, 
but no one in his right mind 
can expect the Masai to buy 
such fancy stuff. 

Sakina Ashraf is 39. Her 
husband works in Nairobi 
and visits the family about 
five or six times a year. She 
has been doing business in 
Namanga selling cigarettes, 
sweets and biscuits for 14 
years. Unlike all the other 
shopkeepers, she says at 
present ‘‘business is better 
than of late because of the 
drought. During the rains, 
when there’s lots of food, 
business is bad. But at 
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yresent virtually everyone 
ives on soda and mandazi.”’ 

She shuts shop about eight 
every night. Then there’s 
cooking to do, feeding her two 
boys and two girls; and then 
— “what else — sleep!” 

Life begins to stir around 
seven in the morning, but 
Sakina opens her shop at 10 
or 11 a.m. Before that there 
are cows and goats to tend, 
lunch to be prepared for the 
children, the oldest of whom 
is a pretty girl of eleven. 

ost shops remain open up 
to 10 p.m. ‘‘as we have 
mocntiins right now’’ — it is 
fairly light at night. Hotels 
close about 10 p.m. and bars 
at 11. 

The Masai Hotel run by 
Abdul Razak serves cheap 
meals, fairly good. You can 
have mutton curry and rice 
for 13/50 and chicken or steak 
or sukuma and mchuzi and 
ugali for 13/50. He also sells 
biscuits, soda, sweets, tinned 
food, squashes, creams and a 
few patent medicines, with 
Vaseline predominant on his 
shelves. 

Opposite the hotel is Safari 
Canteen, in the Shell service 
station, which sells shirts, 
hats, caps, belts, sweets, soft 
drinks, .key-rings, ballpoint 
pens, cigarettes, matches — 
the usual haberdashery of 
most general kiosks in town. — 

Francis Kamau is 18. He 
goes to Olkejuado High 
School and will sit his EACE 
this year. He has been living 
in Namanga since 1969. 
“There are many tribes here 
— Kikuyu, Masai, Luo, 
Kamba, Somali, and 
Indians,” says Francis. 

He complains about life 
be'ng drab and would like to 
ser cinema become a regular 
feature of his life. “But the 
most important thing, of 
course,” says Francis, “is that 
when I finish school this year I 
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don't see a hope in hell to get 
a job in Namanga.’ 

His friend Wanjiru agrees. 
She echoes the same senti- 
ments. In fact she’s through 
with school and without hope 
of getting a job. So what do 
you do? ‘Well, I help at 
home.” 

Home is a ramshackle 
mabati tenement which the 
Government authorities say 
falls in the No Man's Land 
zone, so it’s got to come down 
Soon. They will, of course, be 
given alternative land ‘this 
side of the Border Control 
Post”. 

The shopkeepers, kiosk 
men and women, traders, 
everyone, laments the border 
closure.‘‘Business was 
extremely good before the 
border was sealed. Today we 
have no business,’’ says Rose, 
her cute left eye squinting 


defectively. 

Francis says there’s no 
hassle in going through the 
Kenya border control; the 
trouble starts at the Tanzania 
Control Post just 200 yards 
away. ‘‘There you are 
searched, asked endless ques- 
tions, searched. Some Asians 
are also beaten up — they are 


the worst victims.” 


Mohamed Hassan is a 
driver, father of five. He’s 
been out of work for a year 
but still loves Namanga “as 
the cost of living is cheap”. 
His 18-year-old son works in 
Nairobi. 

Zablon Mwita, 23, is a 
waiter who comes from 
Machakos. He has worked in 
Namanga for just over 10 
months. “Life here is fairly 
quiet but very peaceful. I like 
it here,”’ says this handsome 
and smart-looking fellow, 
“even if you think there’s no 
life.” Point taken. 











POLICE ALLEGED TO HARASS INNOCENT PEOPLE

I SPENT the good part of 
last night in police 
custody. As I was walking 
home from the bus stop at 
about 8 p.m. I heard 
somebody call Mama, 
wewe Mama! Kuja hapa. 
You know how it is when 
somebody calls you like 
that at Kibera; it was my 
firm belief that these were 
thugs who could set upon 
me and, out of malice 
because I did not have any 
money on me, beat me up 
to an inch of my life. 

However, on turning I dis- 
covered that these were not thugs 
but policemen. One of them was 
hanging on to the leash of a fierce 
looking dog which was growling in 
a not too friendly manner as I dif- 
tidently approached the couple. 

One of them was an impatient 
lad who asked me gruffly to state 
what business I had walking 
about at this time of the evening. 
It did not oceur to me then to ask 
hing what was wrong with this. 

And assuming reason would 
prevail, [ told) him = innocently 
that | was coming from seeing my 
employer's children off to bed 
and was now on my way home. “1 
work asa maid, vou see.” 

The policemen haw-hawed at 
this and told me to come off it. 
Qld women like me, he said, are 
as sly and cunning as tortoises. 
And it T knew what was good for 
me, T would tell them where I had 
hidden the chang’aa. Now, in my 
old age, | have given up the 
pleasures of the body and turned 
to spiritual nourishment through 
the immaculate virgin Mary and 


Jesus, 

I therefore crossed myself and 
swore before Mary, Jesus and his 
father God, that not only am Ia 
le bat 4 employed mother 
and grand-mother, but that I 
have not let the vile taste of 
alcohol defile the very breath 
which calls upon God. 

But the policeman — as all of 
them seem to be — is a veritable 
heathen and would not under- 
stand how anyhody could be a 
teetotaller. 

“| have never known any time 
when a drink was out of season,” 
he told me. “Why, even now, I 
would not mind a drink... if you 
had a pound on you.” 

I saw the drift of the man’s 
talk. But I only had five shillings 
on me. And this was for buying 
my daughter's child a loaf of 
bread and milk the following 
monring. When I told the 
policeman how things were, he 
wanted me to give him even that 
five shillings. 

My protests met deaf ears. But 
I would not stop. What had I done 
to deserve being kept up late? 
Being torn away from my home 
and children? Was this what the 
law was for? But instead of listen; 
ing to me and taking pity, these 
men flung more and more threats 
at me. 

As they drove me around, | was 
thinking of that other time when I 
was again the victim of 
policemen. I was walking to work 
very early in the morning hecause 
my then emplover was preparing 
to take his family on a holiday 
jaunt and wished me to be around 
to help clothe and feed his 
children. But as I neared his 
house, which I admit was in a 
rather secluded and protected 
area, a police car drove up and I

was bundled into it without so 
much as by your leave. 

I don't know why policemen get 
all the more suspicious when you 
tell them that you are an honest 
worker. Maybe it is because they 
are used to dealing with crooks. 
And in any case in the colonial 
times, all Africans were assumed 
to be criminals. 

Our policemen seem to think in 
this vein for even this first time of 
my brush with the law; nobody 
seemed to know that there are 
such people as honest workérs 
who are law abiding, and that it is 
not their fault that they are a bit 
shabby looking, they walk (not 
drive) and have to be up and 
about during unholy hours 
— of the demands of their 
jo 


I was to spend a week there till 
my employer, getting worried 
that I had gone missing which is 
not a very unusual thing these 
days, tracked me all the way 
there, paid whatever fine it was 
that I could not raise and took me 
away. 

Last night,,as I was taken all 
over Kibera and environs, I was 
to think of this earlier experience 
with the police. And the biting 
cold made me also remember my 
brushes with the law during the 
days of colonialism when, as 9 
more youthful person, I used to 
support those who were struggl- 
ing against the injustices of 
colonialism then.... 

After moving around all night, 
we were eventually taken to court 
this morning. I was determined 
that this time I would not plead 
guilty to a charge | was not guilty 
of. If they wanted to send me to 


jail, let them. And if I did not 
survive it for my age, they would 
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have to explain to my grand- 
daughter what wrong I have done. 

I told all this to the magistrate, 
and more. He let me go. But I do 
not feel satisfied. Who is going to 
pay me back for the em ass- 
ment, the cold, the sleeplessness? 
Who is going to give me back my 
feeling of peace and security? For 
it is true that I will no longer feel 
secure and p ted even when I 
go about my way trying to be a 
good and law abiding citizen. 

And if those who are charged 
with keeping the law and 
protecting us are like this, who 
are the children of this land going 
to turn to?

PROBE ON STATUS OF SQUATTERS IS OPENED

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THE Office of the Presi- 
dent yesterday ordered full 
investigations into the 
status of squatters. 


This follows President Moi’s 
recent directive regarding the 
preservation, conservation and 
management of forests. 

A statement issued yesterday said Presi-. 
dent Moi had already pointed out that his 
directive did not mean that squatters be 
harassed. 

Instead the district commissioners and 
forest officers must give maximum 
assistance to the squatters to save them 


from undue suffering, the statement from 
State House, Nairobi, said. 

_ Where it is necessary to move a squatter 
in order to enhance afforestation in a par- 
ticular area, the movement of squatters 
must be done in the most orderly and 
humane manner, the statement said. 

The statement added: “It has become 
necessary for the district commissioners to 
ensure that the Presidential directive is 
or in an orderly manner”. 

he Ministry of Environment and 
Natural Resources had earlier issued 
instructions that forest workers and 
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squatters living in the forests be properly 


controlled. 

Si Wed 4 be clarified for general infor- 
mation that in all areas, where there is need 
to review the presence of squatters, the dis- 
trict commissioners must, in conjunction 
with their respective forest officers, carry 
out full investigations regarding the status 
and other aspects of those squatters,”’ the 
statement said. 

Under no circumstances, the statement 
said, should the growing of crops, huts and 
other materials ng to squatters be 
destroyed. In any case, alternative arrange- 
ments must be provided to them to enable 
them support their families. 

“It is also the wish of the Government 
that forest workers be assisted to earn their 
livelihood legally out of forest operations,” 

the statement went on. 

They should, for example, be 
assisted to form co-operatives 
which could participate in 
activities such as: 


@Supplying fuel wood to con- 
sumers outside forest lands. 


@Running shops within forest 
areas. 


@Selling crops and vegetables 
grown within forest areas.

In a statement issued from State 
House, Nairobi, President Moi said the 
suspension of fund-raising meetings was 
intended to give Kenyans time to fulfil 
their other commitments, including 
payment of school fees for the children 
and preparing land for development. 


President Moi's statement added that the 
money collected before the directive should be 
deposited in banks to earn interest. 

He also directed all district commissioners to 
ensure that the directive was adhered to. 

The statement said, in part: ‘Due to the fact 
that all Kenyans are engaged in paying school fees 
for their children and other commitments, 
including land preparation, and in view of 
hardships facing the ordinary people throughout 
the Republic, Harambee meetings of all kinds with 
a view to collecting money for development 
projects should stop with effect from toda 
(Januery 12) until June 30. From then onward, 
people can carry out Harambee meetings.” 

his is the third time President 
Moi has suspended Harambee 
meetings to give the people time 
to concentrate on other 
specialised development 
activities. 
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On October 8, 1979, the Presi- 
dent suspended the activities 
until the civic and Parliamentary 
elections then under way were 
over. 

In May 1980, President Moi 
again suspended such meetings to 
give the farm’ng community and 
those in the agricultural industry 
time to concentrate on food 
production.

[Text] It is noteworthy that Tanzania's President Julius Nyerere has gone on record 
praising Kenyan security forces for helping curb cattle rustling along the common 
border. 


President Nyerere, who was closing a convention of the Tanzania ruling party, Chama 
cha Mapinduzi commended both the Kenyan security forces and the Kenyan administration 
officials for helping stamp out cattle rustling along the border. The hard work 
which earned the Kenyan's praise from the Tanzanian leader should set an example 
worth emulating for cattle rustling is not a Kenyan and Tanzanian problem alone. 


Cattle rustling is common along all the four borders of Kenya. Border security 
meetings between Kenya and her neighbours have been a common feature--more so 
between Kenyan and Tanzanian officials. While Kenyans have a right to feel grati- 
fied by the praise from Dar, they probably feel that their hard work in maintaining 
border security should be reciprocated not only by Dar, but also other countries 
neighbouring Kenya. Keeping our border, secure would not only end hooliganism

rancis Imbuga, that the play 
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had been suspended because it is 
violent.

ihe draft said: “The Faculty 
Board of Examiners has decided 
to recommend that the provisional 
examination results announced 
early in December 1981 stand,” 
Prof. Kinoti said the letter, in 
effect, nullified some other 
results released on Monday. 

But the students drafted 
another letter for him to sign. 
Prof. Kinoti said he could not 
sign it without the authority of 
Vice-Chancellor -loseph Maina 
Mungai. ; 

The argument between the 
students and the dean lasted for 
nearly three hours in the presence 
of Deputy Vice-Chancellor Philip 
Mbithi. 

And when Prot. Kinoti 
still refused to give in the 
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students marched him to the 
main campus to see Prof. 
Mungai. 

The students said there was a 
deliberate attempt at mass 
failures in some kev areas of 
sfudy. They said some expatriate 
lecturers were discriminating 
against certain students. 

In the morning, Prof. Kinoti 
had called an urgent Examiners’ 
Board meeting to consider the 
issue. The students had already 
gathered outside the campus. 
offices by the time the meeting’ 
ended. ; 

They demanded to talk to Prof. 


Kinoti, who agreed and told them- 


the board had reconsidered its 
decision and that all students 
who had been asked to repeat the 
examination could now go ahead. 

But a student asked Prof. 
Kinoti about the decision on first 
failing and then passing one of his 
colleagues. 

Prof. Kinoti admitted that a 
“unit examination result was 


returned by the student's lecturer . 


as a fail while it was a pass.” 

He said the lecturer in Unit 267 

of the Computer Science Depart- 
ment had failed to include all the 
marks for all papers of the 
student concerned and failed 
him. - 
The mistake was discovered, he 
said, adding that the student was 
allowed to re-sit some of the 
papers. But another lecturer in 
the Physics Department failed to 
mark a paper on the 
understanding that the student 
had already been discontinued. 

He said he had written two 
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letters to the lecturers pointing 
out the gravity of the mistakes. 
The students said the 
set yp results seleased hy 
rof. Kinoti in December stood 
and the student who had been 
wrongly discontinued be- called 
back and given special considera- 
tion in his next examinations. 
The protest was over the

tary science examinations 
between November 25 and 30. 

Prof. Kinoti and Prof. Mbithi 
later told the Nation the letter 
signed by the dean was of no con- 
sequence in so far as the 
provisional results were concer- 
ned. ~ 

“Examinations can only be 
nullified bv the University Senate 
and only the Vice-Chancellor can 
SigR examination results on 
behalf of the Senate,” Prot. 
Mbithi said. .

The Nation last week talkcd to many drop-outs, those 
having only school leaving certificates and many who are 
armed with various certificates and are fully involved in 
business at Nairobi’s Shauri Movo metalwork business within 
the famous Kamukunji grounds. They are “sincerely very 
happy’’with life; thus proving that the Government must 
ensure that more and more village polytechnica and technical 
schools are established in the country. 


Now listen to the experts at 
the Kamukunji’s small ‘‘in- 
dustrial area’ as they talk. 
They are setting an example 
that could be copied in 
Kisumu, Mombasa, Nakuru, 
Thika, and, indeed, in every 
corner of the country. 

John Njuguna, a bachelor, 
has employed four other 
school leavers on a temporary 
basis. “Soon, I shall provide 
permanent employment for 
them,” he says 

Now, who is Njuguna? He 
hails from Wamagana village 
in North Tetu division of 
Nyeri. 

“T just refused to look for 
employment after leaving 
school because I knew it was 
going to take a long time. I 
decided to start on my own; 
on the side of self- 
employment,” he says. 

Njuguna, who attended 
Sigalagala Technical School 
in Western Province, says he 
would like to be known as a 
complete ‘‘sheet-metal 
worker’. “I’m also a good 
blacksmith,” he adds. 

ene runs a workshop 
at Kamukunji and makes 


“tarimbos”’ which are used in 
digging terraces, all kinds of 
washing troughs, jikos, 
muttgis and sheet metal 
work to order. Like father, 
like son: Njuguna’s father, for 
instance, is doing the same 
kind of work in Nyeri. But 
working in a city, the son is 

resumably doing much 
better than his father. 

“The demand is great,” 
says Njuguna. ‘We have got 
numerous whole sale orders 
from far off places such as 
Kisumu, Nakuru, 
Thika, Nyeri, and Meru for 
various items that we make 
around here.” 

Mr. Njuguna points out 
that most of his work is done 
using scrap metal. 

“We do not go to the 
hardware stores for raw 
materials because they are 
very expensive for us,” he 
tells you. “Scrap metal is 
cheaper, so most of the sheet 
metal workers in Nairobi rely 
on scrap dealers. Among the 
suppliers of the scrap metal in 
the city are A.H. Miwani and 
Kenemco in Nairobi’s 
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Industrial Area. But there are 
also other dealers in Eastleigh 
Section ITI. 

Stressing it is rather dif- 
ficult to expand business 
because the lending firms in 
the country have become 
“quite mean’”’ and very 
unwilling to give loans, 
Njuguna says the scrap inetal 
dealers are fulfilling a great 
need. 

Njuguna lives’ in 
Kariobangi Estate and points 
out with pride that he does 
not need to be on any kind of 
salaried employment. 
“Business is good and we are 
serving this country in our 
own special way as Kenyans,” 
he goes on. 

Njuguna’s hobbies include 
dancing and watching foot - 
ball ‘“‘when,time allows”. 

Bulasio Ayao Ogunde is 

anothér sheet metal worker in 
Kamukunji. He heads a 
workshop with eight people 
working under him. 
‘‘All my colleagues are 
people who have been to dif- 
ferent schools and passed 
through various standards,”’ 
says Ogunde who learned 
sheet metal work in Uganda 
from a Makerere University 
graduate who was doing the 
same job. 

Ogunde was in Kampala 
looking for employment when 
he met the Makerere graduate 
who had opened his own 
workshop in Kampala. 
Within a short time, says 
Ogunde “I had mustered the 
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trade and soon afterwards, 
decided to come back to 
Kenya”’. 

He first settled on his own 
in Kisumu but decided to 
come and operate from 
Nairobi in 1979. His first stop 
in the city was at the 
Kamukunji open-air metal 
work area, where he is now 
comfortably established. 

“Our customers come from 
all the races and we are even 
receiving orders from 
abroad’’, he pointed out. ‘““‘We 
have a new make of jiko that 
is pees marketed abroad, 
especially in Jamaica and in 
the Middle East.” 


The new jiko, called the 
“Economic Firing Boiler’, in 
a great demand is “even here 
in Kenya”. 


School leavers, Ogunde 
advises, should be careful 
before starting to ignore jobs 
which have already proved to 
be a great source of earning an 
honest ab 5 The metal 
worker, who receives 
wholesale and retail orders for 
various items at his 
workshop, is willing to train 
individuals on the job and 
even to hire the services of 
qualified people at his 
workshop. 

Mr. Cigade and his staff 
work from 8 a.m. until 6 p.m. 
except Sundays. ‘‘We do not 
want to let down our 
customers because it can only 
mean bad business to them”’, 
he says while giving the final 
touch to a jerrican. Around 
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him are watercans, metal 
boxes of different sizes, 
jerricans, jikos and several 
other domestic items. 
Although Nairobi will 
remain his base of operation, 


Ogunde still frequently visits 
his home in Seme, Kisumu 
District. 

Charies Ngacha left school 
recently from one of the 
private schools in Nairobi and 
joined the ranks of the self- 
employed at the Shauri Moyo 
metal work camp as a trainee 
on the job. 

“Oh, yes, I am now a 
professional man and feeling 
good,” he says. 

Ngacha makes iron beds for 
children and adults. 

“There is money in our 
kind of business but very few 

le seem to know it but it 
is all because we are involved 
in serving the common man 
who happens to be in the 
majority group’’, Ngacha 
notes with a sense of pride. 

Peter Raiula. 19 is a 
Standard VII drop-out. He is 
not even contemplating any 

other job. “‘What for?”’ he asks. 

Rajula comes from West 
Alego and like many of the 
experts in Kamukunji, gets 
wholesale orders for his jikos 
from various parts of ihe 
country. 

Rajula lives in Kibera and 
helps his parents ‘whenever 
possible’’. 

The integrity of these self- 
employed persons should 
provide much inspiration to 
many of Kenya’s unemployed 
people.

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COTU SEEKS HUGE PAY INCREASE

THE Central Organisation of Trade 
Unions (Cotu) yesterday proposed 
massive pay increases for workers in 
Kenya. 


The proposal is to be submitted to the 
Cotu governing council today and, if 
approved, to the Government. 

A research paper prepared by a commit- 
tee recently appointed. by Cotu, a worker 
would need a minimum wage of 3,194/25 a 
month in Nairobi and Mombasa, 1,955/- in 
other major towns and 1,471/60 in planta- 
tions and rural areas. 

The research says the minimum one 


needs for rent in Nairobi and Mombasa was 
500/-. The same person spent 1,719/- on 


food every month. More than 700/- went to 


charcoal, water, detergents, transport, 
school uniforms and fees for a family of six. 

In other major towns, the document says, 
one needed 1,035/- to meet basic food needs 
and 300/- to rent a house. For plantation 
workers, it is now necessary to have over 
500/- for rent, charcoal, firewood, water, 
soap and kerosine. 


The wage levels of the low income 
workers had little or no relation at all to the 
rate of inflation the document seid and 
added: ‘Inflation is being imported in the 
form of higher oil prices and higher prices of 
manufactured goods"’. 

Inflation was also caused by ‘‘greedy land- 
lords, some unscrupulous businessmen, land 
speculators and hoarders of essential com- 


modities’’, it said, | 
The study states that low income worker's 
power of purchase for quality food items to 
sustain proper health was negligible. 
“The only practical solution to the 
problem is to increase the wages of such 
workers’, the memorandum says. 


A 1,719/- diet a month would 
be considered inadequate by 
many nutritionists according to 
the document, which also said 
though it was assumed that food 
prices were controlled and were 
available this was not always the 
case. 

It said that items such as maize 
meal, milk, bread were often not 
available. © = ~ 

The Cotu secretary-general 
Mr. Juma Boy said the document 
was based on a factual study of 
the basic needs of workers follow- 
ing the rising cost of living.

It was estimated that such a 
family would need 36 packets of 
maize meal, 10 kilos of rice, eight

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NATIONAL ARCHIVES BUILDING NOT TO BE MUSEUM

OME two years ago, somebody had a beautiful 


dream. The 


dream was about the current 


National Archives building. He did not think of 
the building in the context of its present functions 
but in terms of a structure to house and reflect -Kenya’s 
national art. The building was to be an art gallery where 
the best of Kenya’s artists would exhibit their work and 
the area sorrounding it was to be a reflection of this 


creativity. 

The area next to Standard 
Bank now taken by a bus stage 
and the space taken by taxis 
in front of the Archives building 
was to be deminated by art. 
Sculpture and ather forms of art 
were to occupy all this space and 
as much as possible was to be 
dane to make the area 
surrounding the envisaged art 

allery be as aesthetically 
inviting as possible. 

However, this dream, noble as 
it was, was nearly futile. Though 
this former Kenya Commercial 
Bank headquarters had been 
acquired by the relevant Govern- 
ment body to be turned into an 
art gallery, its functions were to 
change but not before artists and 
the authority running the 
archives clashed over a number of 
issues. 

The art gallery dream sprung 
from a very rational base; the 
Department of Culture did not 
exist then in the Social Services 
Ministry and its present 
activities were being carried out 
by such institutions as the 
Museum, the Archives and the 
Institute of African Studies. 
When the culture department 
was created it inevitably had to 
take these functions. Consequen- 
tly, no vote could be allocated to 
the Archives to finance an art 
gallery leave alone trying to 
realise the dream of creating an 
art centre in the heart of the city. 


. -Ficed by hopes of seeing an art 


gallery become a realify, a latge 
number of Kenyan artists had 
began to define themselveé in 
relation to Kenyan art and the 
role that they hoped the art 
gallery would play. Most of them 
saw national art as that art 
“which belongs to, reflects on, 
and addresses the people of that 
particular nation.” 

They sew the proposed 
National Art Gallery as a place 
that would “house, preserve and 
promote those visual art forms 
that are the product of, and 
address the people of this 
nation.” 

The art gallery was to open 
sometime in 1980 with a seminar 
on art and a mammoth art 
exhibition. The then director of 
the Archives, Dr. Kagombe 
invited one of ite ass 
associations, Kenya Artists a 
Designers Association (KADA) to 
make preparations tor the 
opening. 

This association, together with 
the Central Art Club of Kenya 
(CACK) consequently did a 
nationwide mone to collect 
works for the exhibition. Provin- 
cial art collectors were appointed 
and a vigorous campaign soon 
involved over two thousand 
artists and designers. There was 
overwhelming response to the 
campaign over 3,000 works of 
art were selected. : 

By mid-July, 1981, the associa- 
tions had completed the selection 
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"The End of a Kenyan Dream?"] 


of works and were ready to mount 
the exhibition. But then other 
events were influencing the struc- 
ture of the archives including 
change in leadership. 

However, to the artists who 
were involved in the preparation 
of the exhibition one event upset 
their plans — they were informed 
that what is now called the 
Murumbi Collection which was 
in fact bought from him. by the 
National Archives, had to be 
accommodated in the archives 
building and in the exhibition. 
The artists would not hear of it. 

They said: “Having carefully 
examined the Murumbi collec- 
tion and its records we have come 


_ td realise, much to our astonish- 


ment, that a r part of it is 
no. art. Now, to feature 
foreign art in the National Art 
Gallery would be against the very 
principle that motivated us to 
work for a national art 
exhibition.” 

They said they were not against 
the Murumbi. pieces being 
exhibited as such but were 
opposed to those that are of 
foreign origin. They also felt that 
if the entire collection was 
exhibited, it/would take all 


available space in the gallery. 


But even when the artists were 
organising the exhibition, it was 
not quite clear who was going to 
finance it. The archives was not 
giving financial assistance though 
the associations were expecting 
it. In a letter to the Chiet 
Archivist dated October 7, 1981, 
Kada Chairman George Kamau 
said little progress was being 
made in the exhibition's plans 
because the ‘‘art association: 
are voluntary, non-profit making 
bodies and their projects car

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GREATER GOVERNMENT CONTROL OF INDUSTRIES CALLED FOR

AT a recent sympcsium on 
Industrial Research and Develop- 
ment held in Nairobi, a teacher in 
chemistry at the University of 
Nairobi argued quite effectively 
that there exists in Kenya the 

uired raw materials and the 
infrastructure to warrant the 
establishment of a bona fide 
manufacturing chemical 
industry. 


In his well researched paper, 
entitled, ‘‘The Role of the 
Chemical Industry in Develop- 
ment”, Dr. Raphael M. Munavu, 
a senior lecturer in organic 
chemistry at the University, 
rightly pointed out that although 
the existing chemical companies 
give a semblance of being 
manufacturers, most of them are 
actually processors of imported 
chemicals or chemical raw 
materials. ; 

He continued: “An industry is 
never secure or viable, however, 
unless it has a secure raw 
materials base, and uncontrolled 
importation of raw materials 
never creates this base.” 


The figures for various types of 

chemicals imported into Kenya 
are astonishing. In 1979 Kenya 
imported chemicals worth Sh. 
1,444 million, mineral fuels and 
lubricants worth Sh. 2,858 
million and vegetable and animal 
Tats and oils worth Sh. 316 
million. 

There are cogent doubts as to 
whether some of the chemicals 
imported into this country are 
actually necessary. There are 
some chemicals like cosmetics 
and toiletries which have been 

ved to be injurious to health. 

ere are tonics and vitamins 
sold in the country to treat under- 
nourishment. Now, how can you 
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treat undernourishment this 
way? What’s more, a large part of 
the medicines sold in developing 
countries have little or no 
therapeutic advance over 
previous medicines. Yet, such 
medicines are used extensively 
because of heavy marketing 
pressures. 

Only 0.3 per cent of the big 
companies’ research budget is 
— on ailments common in the 

ird World. Some big chemice! 
firms have not even hesitated to 
teat their abteeseis on 
unanpeae uman ngs in 
the Third World. 

If there had been more 

emphasis on establishing locally 
oriented expertise using local 
materials, the danger of 
proliferating chemicals would be 
minimised as utility would be the 
main consideration taking into 
account the lack of production 
facilities to engage in useless 
ventures whose motive is simply 
to make profit out of the 
unsuspecting poor. 
__ If we want to establish a viable 
indigenous manufacturing sector, 
we must do something towards 
a the establishment of 
essential small industries aimed 
at tapping local materials. The 
production of drugs from 
traditional herbs comes into 
mind. To sustain such local orien- 
ted industry, more support, both 
moral and financial, will be 
expected from the government 
which is also charged with getting 
the priorities right regarding the 
country’s needs for chemicals. 

Industrialisation can only be 
meaningful if the available least 
technologies are utilised to the 
maximum and when foreign 
oriented pape o are adapted 
as locally as possible with impor- 








ted machines dismantled and 
reassembled to suit local condi- 
tions. That is how China, Japan 
and Russia became 
industrialised. 

In our situation, we should 
ensure that foreign firms are 
encouraged to invest in industrial 
projects only when it is shown 
that such industries are likely, 
given effective government 
control, to contribute significan- 
tly to the laid down development 
plan. industries put up in the 
country should not be designed to 

roduce luxuries for the limited 

igh-income groups, they should 
process exports to increase their 
value, provide necessities for 
mass consumption, and, 
increasingly produce farm tools 
and fertilisers as well as construc- 
tion materials and simple 
transport equipment to con- 
tribute to increased productivity 
throughout the economy. 


After all, the essential of plan- 
ning economic development 
consists in assuring an amount of 
productive investment which is 
sufficient to provide for a rise of 
national income substantially in 
excess of the rise in population, so 
that per capita national income 
increases. The strategic factor is 
investment, or more precisely 
productive investment. Conse- 
quently the problem of develop- 
ment planning is one of assuring 
that there be sufficient produc- 
tive investment, and then of 
directing that productive invest- 
ment into such channels as will 
provide for the most rapid growth 
ot the productive power of 
national economy. Such plan- 
ning, to be meaningul in 
implementation, must be geared 
to economic independence and 
bold political will.

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KENYA-INDIA TIES SAID TO BE STRONG 
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(Text ] 


THE year 1981 will for long 
be remembered as a very 
eventful year in Kenya- 


India relations. With the’ 


top leaders of the two 
countries exchanging visits 
for the first time after their 
independence — and all 
within a span of six months 
— the year has ushered in 
a new era of closer political 
understanding and 
appreciation of each other. 

A number of agreements in 
the economic, t.ade and 
cultural fields have been 
signed which in the words of 
President Moi ‘must have 
profound impact upon the 
future practical substance of 
relations between the 
Republic of Kenya and the 
Republic of India”. 

It all began with the visit to 
India last February of President 
Moi, who took with him a high- 
powered delegation to study and 
discuss with their counterpart 
in India the prospects for closer 
co-operation between the two 
developing countries. 


The visit was so successful: 


that it prompted the Kenyan Presi- 
dent tu say at the conclusion nf 
his visit: “| certainly cannot recall 
any other such brief period of 
time in which sffairs and 
understandings were s0 intense, 
spectacular and constructive. The 
ending of this formal phase 
marks the beginning of a new 
and stronger era of mutual co- 
operation.” 


And his words came so true 
that within three months of his 
visit, the President of India, Mr. 
Neelam Sanjiva Reddy, was 
paying a return State visit to 
Kenya, which coincided with the 
Madaraka Day celebrations. !n a 
rare gesture of honour the Presi- 
dent of Kenya requested Presi- 
dent Reddy to address the nation 
at Uhuru Park. 

But more was to come. It was 
soon announced that the Prime 
Minister of india, Mrs. Indira 
Gandhi, would pay an official visit 
to Kenya. The occasion was the 
International Conference on New 
and Renewable Sources of 
Energy held in Nairobi in August 
last year. This afforded another 
opportunity for a dialogue 
between the leaders of the two 
countries and to review the 
follow-up action that had been 
taken in the wake of the earlier 
top-level visits. 

To any political observer, it 
may have seemed rather unusual 
tn have witnessed so many high- 
level visits taking place hetween 
the two countries within such a 
short period. However, consider- 
ing the many commonalities 
between the two nations, their 
coming closer perhaps was only 
natural. Both are non-aligned 
developing countries, devoted to 


the urgent task of nation-building. 


While in their internal affairs, 
the two are guided by the same 
democratic ideals of equality and 
economic and social justice for 
their peoples, on the international 
front, they share the conviction 
that the non-aligned movement 
and respect for the principles 
enshrined in the Charters of the 
United Nations and the Organisa- 
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tion of African Unity alone could 
ensure world peace and progress. 

With a commen history of 
Struggle against imperialism and 
geographical proximity adding to 
these factors, it was natural that 
they should turn to each other in 
a spirit of co-operation amongst 
developing countries themselves 
rather than look only to the 
developed world for assistance. 

In this context, it may not be 
out of place to mention that 
many of the developing countries 
have found India a suitable 
partner in their attempt at seif- 
reliance in agricultural, industrial 
and other fields mainly because 
Indian technology, unlike that of 
the Western countries, is far 
more appropriate to the condi- 
tions prevailing in the Third 
World. 

lt is not surprising, therefore. 
that the most significant effects 
of the closer relationship have 
been on the economic and 
industrial fronts. While there 
were a number of Indian joint 
ventures in Kenya earlier, specific 
areas for future technical 
collaboration between the two 
countries have now been iden- 
tified. These are in the areas of 
machine tools, agricultural 
machinery, electronics, textiles, 
leather and tanning, pesticides 
and pharmaceuticals 

A number of other agreements 
have also been concluded 
between the two countries, 
including a .100-million Rupees 
line of .credit between the 
Industrial Development Bank of 
India and the industrial Develop- 
ment Bank of Kenya and an 
agreement for avoidance of 
double taxation. 








Last year also saw Kenya 
taking part in the India Inter- 
national Trade Fair in New Delhi 
in November-December 1981. 
The Kenyan pavilion at the 
exhibition attracted many visitors, 
including the Prime Minister Mrs. 
Grandhi. 

In the field of education and 
technical training, there has been 
co-operation between the two 
countries. While it is estimated 
that more than 1,500 Kenyan 
Students are currently studying in 
Indian universities. a number of 
Kenyan officials have also been 
receiving short-term training in 
India in management, public 
administration, rural develop- 
ment, small-scale industries and 
other fields. After President Moi'« 
visit to India last year, the 
number of scholarships and train- 
ing fellowships available for 
Kenya have been almost doubled. 
The procedure for the admission 
of Kenyan students in India has 
also been streamlined. 


India is also expected to 
provide a large number of experts 
in several disciplines. 


In tive cultural field too, several 
positive steps were taken. A 
cultural exchange programme 
was finalised for the peripd 


1981-83. An Indian cultural 
troupe visited Kenya in August 
last year and gave performances 
in Nairobi and other major towns. 
This has now been reciprocated 
by the visit to India of a 25- 
member troupe of Harambee 
Dancers from tine Bomas of 
Kenya who are participating in 
the Festival of African Performing 
Arts being held in New Delhi. 
This troupe would also give 
performances in other major 
indian cities. 

Symbolic of the all-round 
strengthening of relations, the 


‘year also witnessed the inaugura- 


tion of Kenya-india Friendship 
Association, a body formed with 
the aim of promoting social, 
cultural and economic ties 
between the two countries. 

The association has embarked 
on an active programme in 
pursuit of those goals. 

The ties between Kenya and 
India, which have always been 
friendiy and cordial, received a 
tremendous boost last year. With 
the growing understanding and 
personal friendship between the 
leaders of the two countries, the 
outlook for further strengthening 
of these relations in the coming 
\years appears very bright. 
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ISRAELI UNEP CONSTRUCTION DEAL TAGGED 'SPECULATION'

Muhoho, yesterday 
described as ‘“‘speculation”’ 
a report that the Israeli 
construction company, 
Solel Boneh, may be re- 
awarded the tender to 
build the Unep extensions 
in Nairobi. 

The report, contained in the 
London-based Africa Economic 
Digest dated January 15, had 
said that the Israeli company, 
which in June 1980 lost the con- 
tract to build the extensions 
“may still get the job”. 

Mr. Muhoho said tenders were 
opened on January 11 and a total 
of 18 construction companies 
were represented at the offices of 
Mutiso Menezes International, 
the architects. 

But Mr. Muhoho said the 
tender would not be awarded 
until the want surveyors, M/S 
Daveson and Ward made their 
recommendations to the 
architects after scrutinising ‘he 
tender documents. 

The architects would in tarr. 
make a report of their recommen- 
dations to the Unep contracts 
committee which would then 
advise Unep Executive Director. 
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Dr. Mustafa Tolba, to enable him 
award the tender. 

“Until the recommendations 
are made, it is futile to speculate 
on’ who might land on the ten- 
der,” Mr. Muhoho said. 


During the opening of the 
tenders on January 11, the lowest 
bidder was a Kuwaiti Firm 
Ahmadiah Contracting and 
Trading Company, who quoted 
Sh. 149,619,634. 


The second lowest was Inter- 
national Contracting Company 
— Sh. 157,732,147, followed by 
Al-Hani Construction Co — Sh. 
165,997,804 and Mohau Abdul 
Mohsin Kharafi — Sh- 
174,263,462. 


According to the Africa 
Economic Digest, the first four 
lowest bidders were all Kuwaiti 
firms. 


The fifth lowest bidder was a 
Chinese firm which quoted Sh. 
184,149,830 followed by a Kenyan 
company, Jadva Mulji & Sons — 
Sh. '91,392,181. Jadva Mulji are 
the contractors who originelly 
— Unep headquarters at 

igiri. 

el Boneh were the seventh 
lowest bidders with a quotation of 
Sh. 191,975,000. 

Talking to the Nation, Mr. 
David utiso, of Mutiso 
Menezes International, said he 
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expected to send his report to the 
Unep contracts committee by 
February 8.

LABOUR Minister Titus Mbathi 
se seh urged Kenyans to buy 
ndian goods because they are of 
high quality and cheaper than 
European <nes. 

He was speaking at Jomo Kenyatta Inter- 
national Airport on arrival from India where 
he had led a five-man will mission. 

The delegation included Parklands MP 
Krishan Gautama, Bondo MP Odongo 
Omamo, the chairman of the Nation Group, 
Mr. A.A.A. Ekirapa, and East African 
Building Society chairman L.J. Pandit. 

Only Mr. Mbathi and Mr. Ekirapa retur- 
ned yesterday. The other members of the 
team are still in India. 

Mr. Mbathi said the delegati met 
Indian President Sanjiva and the 
Ministers for External Affairs and Labour. 

They also met industrialists and Kenyan 
students in Bombay and New Delhi. 

Said the Minister: ‘We were very 
impressed with India's industrial progress. 
She makes her own capital goods.” 

Mr. Mbathi said that at independence, 
India waa importing capital goods like 
Kenya. But the country's able leadership 
had eliminated the problem, he said. 

India had advanced in technology and 
now even “exports scientists,"’ Mr. Mbathi 
added. 

Indian technology, he said, was labour 
intensive and suitabie for Kenya. 


Mr. Mbathi said India was willing to 
train Kenyans for modern industries. 


The Kenyans visited the Indian atomic 
energy p'ant and were highly impressed. 

The country, he said, used nuclear 
science to treat diseases such as cancer and 
was also self-sufficient in food. ; 

Mr. Mbathi, who is also the chairman of 
the Kenya-Indian Friendship Society, said 
some Kenyan students in India faced finan- 
cial problems and the association was plan- 
ning to start a fund to help them. 

e Minister said India was a democratic 
country with several political parties. ‘‘But 
we were able to convince them our one- 
party system worked quite well,” he added. 


Mr. Ekirapa, who was on his 
first visit to India, said Kenyans 
had been misled to believe that 
Indian goods were of lower 
quality than those from Europe. 

“A visit there gives a different 
impression,”” he said. “Indian 
goods are as good as any but 
cheaper’. 

On farming technology, Mr. 
Ekirapa said India’s was simple 
and suitable for the small-scale 
farmer. 

“Indian tractors are operated 
and repaired by the local people,”’ 
he said. 

He called for more exchange 
visits to make Kenyans aware of 
development in India. 

“It doesn't make sense for a 
farmer to buy a tractor which has 
to be taken about 300 miles away 
for repairs,”’ he said

A baker who said he had 
spoken to at least nine colleagues 
said: “The situation is bad at the 
moment, and we are wondering 
what happened to tlie announced 
surplus of wheat about four 
months ago?”

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BIRGEN CALLS FOR COFFEE BOARD, CG@OP MERGER

CO-OPERATIVE Commissioner Alfrick K. 
Birgen yesterday suggested that the Kenya 
Planters Co-operative Union (KPCU) and 
the Coffee Board of Kenya b: merged to save 


coffee farmers unnecessary e \penses. 


_The commissioner also directed all co-operative 
societies to stop investing in private financial institu- 
tions immediately. 

He said societies should withdraw their deposits 
from private institutions and put them in the Co- 
operative Bank of Kenya immediately. 


Mr. Birgen, who was addressing the 
Kenya National Federation of Co-operatives 
staff in Nairobi, said the channels the 
money went through before reaching coffee 


farmers was too long and should be 
shortened. 


“The money first comes from 
the Coffee Board of Kenya to the 
Kenya Planters Co-operative 
Union, the Co-operative Bank, 
co-operative unions and co- 
operative societies before 
reaching the farmer,” he said 

Coffee payments, he said , 
should be made direct to a co- 
operative society's account at the 
Co-operative Bank of Kenya so 
farmers could get their money 
without delay. 

Presently the KPCU processes 
cotfee before it is marketed by the 
board. Once the KPCU gets 
cotfee payouts, it pays the co- 
operative unions which in turn 
pay member co-operative 
societies. 

And later when addressing 
Nairobi co-operative leaders at 
the Kenya National Union of 
Teachers Building in Nairobi, 
Mr. Birgen ordered Ministry 
officers to ensure that all co- 
operatives adhered to his direc- 
tive on investments. 


‘“‘Management committee 
members who defy this directive 


will be kicked out,” Mr. Birgen 
said. 
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About Sh. 100 million has been 
invested in private institutions by 
co-operative societies. 

Mr. Birgen said some ‘“‘con- 
fused’’ co-operative leaders 
argued that the Co-operative 
Bank did not give loans for 
houses. 

The Co-operative Bank, he 
said, was ready to give loans to 
co-operative societies for 
approved projects. The bank 
charged a smaller interest than 
private financial! institutions, he 
added. 

‘I know some of society leaders 
have been benefiting from co- 
Operative money put into private 
companies. They are exploiting 
co-operators,’’ Mr. Birgen said. 

Some society leaders were paid 
huge commissions while others 
received big loans from thre 
institutions, he added. 

The commissioner warned that 
if the institutions wound uP, the 
co-operative money would be 
lost . 

“From today, all co-operative 
money not required for 
immediate use should be 


deposited in the Co-operative, 
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Bank of Kenya,” he ordered. 

Private companies, he said, did 
not share their profits with 
members of co-operatives like the 
Co-operative Bank. 

Mr. Birgen said all co- 
operative investment must be 
approved at general meetings and 
the decision passed to him for 
study and advice. 

He said if corruption and mis- 
appropriation of funds were 
wiped out of co-operatives, the 
movement would be “a power to 
reckon with” and the Govern- 
ment might not have to borrow 
money from outside the geet 

He said co-operatives could 

make the country economically 
independent: 
. Mr. Birgen referred to corrupt 
management committees as 
“hyenas” and warned they would 
be jailed and their property auc- 
tioned to recover stolen funds. 

He ordered ell co-operatives, 
iacluding savings and credit 
societies, to insure with the Co- 
operative Insurance Services 
a local organisation, instead o 
the Africa Co-operative Savings 
and Credit Association

KENYA REFUTES SWEDISH COFFEE REPORT

The stateme: said the 
same multinationals were 
now engaged in a s.anderous 
newspaper campaign in 
Europe because Kenyan 
authorities were not taken 
in by their campaigns 
promoting other pesticides. 

The statement drew 
pointed attention to an 
article appearing in the 
front pages of Swedish 
newspapers on January 3 
alleging that “Kenya coffee 
is dangerous to consumers 
since it is being sprayed 10 
times a ear with 
DDT/A Idrin/Dieldrin/BHC 
etc., all of which are 

isonous and not allowed to 

e used in the civilised 


world’’. 
Quoting summarised and 
telexed information 


reaching the coffee industry 
through exporters, Mr. 
M'Mbijjewe’s statement 
said the article alleged that 
the chemicals being used to 
keep back insects and 
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fungus had caused the death 
of children and coffee 


pickers. 
“The Kenya Government 


mature is calculated to 
damage the very goss 
reputation of Kenya’s high- 
quality coffee in Sweden in 
articular and Western 
urope in general,’’ said the 
statement. 

The statement cate- 


‘gorically refuted the 


contents of the article as 
unfounded and totally 
incorrect. “There hae never 
been any death of children 
or coffee pickers on account 
of chemicals. 

We totally refute any 
suggestion that there has, or 
is, or will be use of 
pesticides in this country 
indiscriminately or without 
sound technical informa- 
tion. The country can il- 
afford to waste money or 
risk the quality of her coffee, 
leave alone risk the lives of 
her people through the use of 
chemicals that are harmful 
on application or leave 
residues that could affect 

consumers,’ said the 
statement. 

It assured coffee con- 
sumers all over the «orld of 
the safety of Kenyan coffee. 
‘*Those who know how 
Kenya coffee is processed 
and prepared. prior to 
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reaching the consumers will 
dismiss the malicious 
allegations in the Swedish 
ne vspapers as baseless 
since residues on Kenyan 
coffee are an imposibility’’, 
the Minister’s statement 
added. 

“The high-quality Kenya 
coffee which enters the 
international markets is 
washed coffee and con- 
siderable efforts are made 
during the processing and 
preparation stages to ensure 
that it meets the highest 
international standards. 


The al tions, therefore, 
are com ly without any 
truth,”’ it said. 


It added that Kenyan 
coffee is subjected to the 
most rigoreus and 
sophisticated techniques 


comparsble to the best in the 
developed world wh‘ch 
ensure full protection to con- 
sumers. 


**The fact that Kexvan 
coffee continues to enjcyv 
complete confidence in these 
markets demonstrates 
clearly that it has passed the 
test.

CITY SHOPS RUN OUT OF RICE

RICE has gone missing from city 
shops, a Nation survey indicated 
yesterday. 

Many shopkeepers in Eastlands 
and Nairobi West, said that “‘rice’’ 
was a name they were forgetting fast 
“because we can say plainly that 
rice has not been seen by some shops 
for months now’’. 

Shopkeepers who did not want 
their names disclosed said that some 
of them had stopped handling rice a 
long time back. 

But city restaurants said they 
received good supplies of rice from 
‘Sa Natianal Caesnale Daned Munk nf 
the rice, however, had to be obtained 
through other supply sources, they 
said. 

Those interviewed said they were 
ready to pay any amount of money 
for rice to continue running their 
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restaurants. 

Asked how much they were paying 
for a 20 kg. bag of rice, many 
restaurants, enter pF they were 
talking to a potential black market 
~wamliae af rice anid: ‘Bring any 


amount. We pay any amount.”’ 

Shops in Pumwani area said they only 
received rice occasionally. Some 
housewives suspected that certain shops 
were hoarding rice to sell only to friends 
or relatives. 

It was also claimed that despite the 
general shortage, City executives were 
still feeding on rice in their houses. 

Shopkeepers alleged that in the black 
market from where many restaurants 
obtained their rice, a 20 kg. packet sold 
for about 250/- (the official price is 123/-). 

The survey also showed that certain 
women were able to obtain rice which 
they sold in cups at open-air markets.

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TRACTORS HOLD UP RICE PROJECT

[Text] The Lake Basin Development Authority is experimenting with non-irrigated 
rice on a 10,000-acre land, authority managing director David Wasawo said 
yesterday. 


But the authority has been able to plough only 500 hectares in South Nyanza and 
1,200 in Busia due to lack of tractors and seeds, he said. 


Prof Wasawo was talking to the Netherlands Ambassador to Kenya, Mr E. Kydeman, 
who paid a courtesy call on him at his Kisumu office. 


Prof Wasawo said last year the Authority harvested 1,000 bags of non-irrigated 
rice. 


The Government spends much money on importing rice and growing non-irrigated 
rice will save the much-needed foreign exchange, the director said. A major 
obstacle was the availability of seeds which could only be obtained from Brazil. 


Prof Wasawo outlined projects within the authority's jurisdiction being aided 
by the Netherlands government and thanked the ambassador for his country's aid. 


The recent agreement between Kenya and Netherlands to finance shallow well 
programmes was already being implemented. 


Prof Wasawo called for control of effluents into Lake Victori. "If we are not 
careful, industries in Kisumu will heavily pollute the lake," he said. 


Studies should be carried on six rivers within the authority, he said. The 
Nzoia River could produce 8 megawatts of hydroelectric power, and Miriu River 
18 megawatts. 


Only 17 percent of Kenya is suitable for high quality agricultural production, 
a Central Bureau of Statistics official said yesterday.

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THE National Chamber of Com- 
merce and Industry yesterday 
warned that unless the Ministry of 
Local Government intervened in 
the proposals to increase licence 
charges for 1982, most businesses 
might be forced to shut down by 
June. 


‘These increases are unrealistically er’ ~- 
hitant and in some cases even illogica:,” 
said chamber chairman Francis Macharia, 
who led his team during talks with the 


Ministry's officials. 

He said that in most cases, these have 
been increased by between 100 and 2.000 
per cent. 

“If the Ministry does not look into the 

issue seriously with a view to having the 
proposed rates revised, then most business 
operations may close down by June this 
vear,’’ warned Mr. Macharia. 
' Permanent Secretary A. Ligale, who 
headed the Ministry's team, promised to 
forward the matter to the Minister for 
further consideration 

The delegation comprised chamber 
representatives from Mombasa, Nveri, 
Kakamega, Kisumu, Thika, South Nyanza 
Kirinvaga. Kitale, Bungoma, Mandera 
Kericho, Laikipia, Kitui, Kisii and Nairobi 

The delegation also included the manage- 
ment committee of the chamber and 
leading branch officials who represented 
small-scale traders, said Mr. Macharia. 

lf the new rates are not urgently 
reviewed, he noted, “they will do an 
irreparable damage to business operations 
with lar-reaching consequences on the 
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economy of this country”. 

The chamber gave the local authorities to 
choose between raising the rates and seeing 
businesses close by mid-1982 and have no 

source ot revenue at all. 

“This is not a situation to be 
proud of as it will only do the 
country more harm than good,” 
he stated, adding that local 
authorities should ) hes conduc- 
ted some study to determine the 
profit margins of the small and 
medium scale traders who are the 
majority. 

Some of the examples given by 
the chamber were Mombasa 
rates, which had been raised from 
750/- to 2,500/- for foodstuff 
manufacturers, an increase of 233 
per cent. 

In Nyeri and Voi, kiosk licences 
will cost 500/- from fee of 200/-, an 
increase of 150 per cent. At the 
same time, retail shop licences 
will cost 500/- from 75/-, an 
increase of more then 560 per 
cent. 

In Thika, rates had gone up by 
between 1,900 and 2,000 per cent, 
while charges had risen by a 100 
per cent average in Isiolo, South 
Nyanza and Kitui, said Mr. 
Macharia. 

He noted that loca! authorities 
should not give the devaluation of 
the shilling and the rate of infla- 
tion as their excuse, since the 
devaluation was only 45 per cent 
and inflation stood at 18 per cent 
adding up to 33 per cent. 
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FEDERAL AID BOOSTS RURAL DEVELOPMENT

ONLY a few years ago, the 
case of Robert Marangu 
would have been hopeless. 
Together with other 
matatu passengers, they 
had been involved in an 
accident with a lorry which 
claimed four lives and left 
sixteen seriously injured. 

No sooner were the injured 
rushed to Chogoria Presbyterian 
Church of East Africa (PCEA) 
Hospital than the medical staff 
swung into action. A week later, 
six patients were discharged from 
the hospital and although 
Marangu was not among the 
lucky ones, he had no cause to 
worry. Instead, he was reasonably 
certain that he would leave the 
hospital in the next week or two. 
Events were to prove him right 
when ten days later he was dis- 
charged with another two 
patients. The others left four days 
later. 

Friends and relatives of the 
sixteen injured passengers viewed 
their subsequent recovery in 
almost miraculous terms. For it 
would have taken an incorrigible 
optimist to predict such a 
recovery before the hospital was 
extended and re-equiped at a cos‘ 
of several millions, some of which 
was contributed by the local 
people. 

Once the importance of having 
a modern hospital was sold to 
them, the local population 
pledged to raise the nécessary 
finances. . 

The fact that it may take some 
years before their collective 
dream of a new and well equipped 
hospital came true did not dis- 
courage the locals, many of whom 
are coffee farmers. 

When a West German church 


organisation learnt of the people's 
determination to help them- 
selves, it pledged to match the 
farmers’ contribution 2 to 1. The 
pledge brought the dream a little 
nearer. It aiso strengthened the 
local people's resolve to raise as 
much as they could. 


- Underscore 


Their determination was 
underscored when during a 
Harambee fund-raising ceremony 
conducted by the then Eastern 
Provincial Commissioner Mr. 
Eliud Mahihu, more than Sh. 1 
million was raised. Lest this may 
seem a trifle sum in these days 
when millions are raised at a 
single ceremony, it is important 
to realise that it not only set a 
record then, but it did so withou 
the active support of senior politi. 
cians in and out of the area. What 
is more, it was accomplished by 
one division with negligible 
assistance from the rest of the 
Meru District and from outside. 

Subsequent Harambee 
meetings raised the local people's 
contribution until, with the 
Germans assistance, the then 
planned extension costing more 
than Sh. 5 million were com- 
pleted. This was followed by 
other technical assistance from 
the Federal Republic all of which 
helped make Marangu and other 
road accident victims’ recovery 
possible. What is more, these 
were only a tiny fraction of the 
number of ~—-e treated in the 
hospital daily. 

And they are not all road acci- 
dent victims either. The majority 
are patients suffering from many 
of the tropical and the not so 
tropical diseases afflicting other 
Kenyans. Some are admitted into 
the hoepital with little hope of 
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recovery. But, thanks to the 
nerosity of the German people, 
Ghagoria Hospital has become a 
place of hope for thousands who 
pass heoeah tie doors annually in 
search of one remedy or the other. 
The well-trained staff coupled 
with the sophistication of the 
equipment available is a boon not 
only to the local population but 
also to others in the district and 
indeed in the country at large. 
Fewer patients are now referred 
to other heapitals, thus averting 
ossible congestion in such 
institutions. 


With his other countrymen in 
other parts of the nation, Nyaga 
wa Njue does not feel neglected 
when it comes to the Federal 
Republic's assistance. There are 
times when he even feels that he 
scooped his countrymen in 
Chogoria. The construction of the 
multi-purpose Upper Tana River 
Reservoir may lead to ennanced 
food production in an area that 
now produces little of the food 
consumed locally. Indeed, there 
is reason to believe, at least Njue 
believes so, that the local people 
need only a bit of luck and they 
will not only grow enough for 
their immediate consumption but 
will propel the country into the 
ranks of the lucky few nations 
which are self-sufficient in food 
production.

That this is not) one man’s 
fantasy is borne out by the realis 
ation that about 20 per cent of 
Kenya's population lives in the 
Tana River basin. At the comple- 
tion of the project, they will be 
able to irrigate about 100,000 
hectares whose food production 
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- especially if modern farming 
techniques are followed — will be 
nothing short of phenomenal 
The completion of the dam will 
also mean that James Wanjohi 
— another local resident — and 
his family of six will spend less 
time and money buying fertilisers 
and humus. For the dam will 
arrest the region's top-soil, most of 
which was washed into the sea 
before the dam construction, 
doing nobody no good. With the 
escalating cost of fertilisers and 
their unavailability, the country 
is likely to benefit greatly from 
the retention of the rich top soil to 
say nothing about the enhanced 
food production. And this will, in 
turn, lead to better-fed and, 
therefore, more healthy people 
who will relieve the congestion in 
hospitals such as Chogoria. In 
stepping up assistance in 
agriculture, the Germans, and 
others, would seem to follow the 
old adage that ‘prevention is 
better than cure”. 

And for Mwangi wa Njoroge, 
Philip Oloo and Joseph Kiptanui, 
among others, the Upeet Tana 
River Reservoir is proving a boon 
in other ways as well, apart from 
the additional food available. It 
assures them of continued work 
as their employers will not be 
forced to curtail production as it 
happened following the 1979 and 
1980 droughts which, in turn, led 
to the rationing of electricity 
Needless to add, their employers 
are happy too, for there is reason 
to hope that the realisation of 
Masinga Dam will make such 
electricity rationing a thing of the 
past. 

And that will more than justify 
the expenditure of Sh 1 billion 
that the Federal Republic of 
Germany and others spent on the 
giant project. Of this total, 
Germany contributed Sh. 360 
million while the European 
Development Fund contributed 
Sh. 260 million, the United 
Kingdom Sh. 60 milion, the 
European Investment Bank Sh. 
120 million and the Kenya 
Government Sh. 200 million. 

The big savings the country is 
likely to effect when the project is 
completed are evident fror the 
fact that the dam hag,:atedrding 
to Mr. W. H. Baur, the fifaricia! 
adviser of the Tana and Athi 
Rivers Development Authority — 
the body charged with the 
development and co-ordination ot 
projects on the river the country 
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has saved about Sh. 500 million, 
the sum it would have spent on 
oil to generate the amount of 
power the water already stored 
will generate. 

The other Kenyans who may 
not have so far directly benefited 
from German assistance need not 
lose heart. Such assistance is 
targeted to continue and indeed 
increase in absolute terms even 
after the rate of inflation in both 
countries is taken into account. 

This was the impression got 
from leaders in Government, 
politics, private sector and donor 
agencies. They all stressed during 
my recent two-week visit to the 
Federal Republic, the fact that 
aid will continue flowing into the 
country mainly because of 
Kenyan’s demonstrated ability in 
absorbing and putting into good 
use such assistance, unlike in 
some other countries.

Mr. Grogan was reacting to a 
report in the current issue of 
Africa Economic Digest (AED) 
which gives the impression that 
company was folding up mainly 
because of “budgetary problems 
and the inability to find a drilling 
rig’. Noting that there was “a lot 
of misinformation” in the report 
the oil executive pointed out in an 
interview with the Nation that 
his company was following a 
planned exploration programme 
and that it had not deviatea from 
that plan. 

Mr. Grogan continued: “We 
are fulfilling all the commit ments 
stipulated by the licence.” 

eferring to the claim. by the 
AED report that the company 
was heleagured by acute 
budgetary problems giving rise to 
pressure from creditors and other 
yarties with whom the company 
- business connections, Mr. 
Grogan informed the Nation: 
“We are not being " 
either contract conditions nor 
activities of other companies. We 
are following our planned 
exploration programme. ° 

rhe report in the Africa 
Economic Digest states that 
although a concession was 
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acquired by Kenya-Cities Service 
in 1979, only one well has been 
drilled so far “because the jack- 
up type of rig required for the 
shallow offshore location was not 
available on the market place,” 
adding: “Last year a brand new 
rig was confined to port for three 
months because Kenya-Cities 
Service had apparently not taken 
into account the annual 
monsoons. The mistake cost the 
company 100,000 US‘ dollars a 
day until the rig was moved in 
early September.” 

Countering the statement, Mr. 
Grogan noted that “there are 
problems in finding rigs from 
time to time as they are short in 
supply. As regarded the claim 
that the oil company did not take 
into account weather conditions 
before installing the rig, the 
managing director of Kenya- 
Cities pointed out: “The 
abiliehied historical information 
on which we based our weather 
evaluation was not consistent 
with what we found when we put 
a boat on location.” 

But Mr. Grogan agreed that 
the report was correct in stating 
that the company had closed 
down its drilling at Ungwana Bay 
which is situated between 
Malindi and Kipini. But this did 
not mean that the company had 

ulled out of the area as the plan 
had been to drill one well and 
then assemble and interpret the 
final data, observing: “ We are 
evaluating the data from the well 
and that information has to be 
incorporated into the overall 
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geology of the region.” 

He further advised that a rig 
will be brought back by the end of 
the year or early next year. The 
drill ship which was being used at 
Ungwana Bay moved to Thailand 
when the offshore well was 
plugged on January 6. 


Kenya-Cities is subsidiary of 
Cities Service Company which is 
an American natural resource 
company engaged in finding, 
producing, manufacturing and 
distributing energy and chemical 
products in United States and 
around the world. Majur areas of 
operation include petroleum, 
natural gas, alternate fuels, 
natural gas transmission, 
chemicals and minerals. 

The company has had interests 
in Kenya since 1972. Originally, 
the company had an oil 
rospecting licence in Northern 

enya in conjunction with 
Burmah Oil Exploration. The 
seismic data collected was not, in 
the words of Mr. Grogan, “too 
encouraging” and so the two 
associated companies wound up 
their operations in that area. 

Kenya-Cities then negotiated 
with the Kenya Government for a 
licence along the coast and an 
agreement was signed on Novem- 
ber 1, 1979. The licence is of the 
type known as Special Oil 
Prospecting Licence and it 
entitles the company to explore 
for oil and gas on an area covering 
4,968 hectares (12,276 acres). 
Presently, the company enjoys a 
monopoly on oil exploration in 
the country.

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WATER SHORTAGE HITS NAKURU TOWN

NAKURU town faces a health hazard as a 
result of water shortage which entered its 


sixth day yesterday. 


Worst hit are the Provincial General Hospital and the 
GK Prison. The Rift Valley Prison Commander, Mr. 
Mareka, said the shortage was affecting the prison 
sanitation. He said the little water the prison was getting 
with the help of tankers was being used for covking. 


Several other parts of Nakuru 
have also, been in .he grip of water 
shortage for the last six days. 
Provincial General Hospital had 
no water early yesterday 
morning. : 

But Town Engineer J. Mbuthia 
is said to have sent a water 
technician to the hospital to be on 
standby. 


Hospital Wara Councillor J. 
Miano, who accompanied the 
Nation correspondent during an 
on-the-spot check on water points 
in the town, criticised the 
Engineering Department for the 
slow pace at which work was 
being done to bring the situation 
back to normal. 

Mr. Mbuthia, however, said 
workers had been deployed in the 
troubled areas to repair a burst 
pipe and a broken down water 
pump. He expressed hope that 
water supply may resume today 
or tomorrow.

The shortage is also being felt 
in’ Milimani, Section 35, Lon. 
don Estate, Menengai Estate and 
parts of the industrial area, 
notably the Kenya Co-operative 
Creameries, the Pyrethrum 
Board and the Veterinary 
Investigation Laboratory. 


The KCC plant was having 
problems with processing milk. 


About 10,000 people have not 
had water for a week following the 
breakdown of a pump at one of 
the six boreholes and the bursting 
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of a 40-km. pipe. 


Scores of people yesterday 
could be seen carrying water cans 
or driving to fetch water from 
ther estates or a supply tap near 
the council water works. 


The residence of the Rift Valley 
PC Ezekiel Oyugi at Milimani 
has also been hit. He is drawing 
water with the help of tankers 
from the Municipal Council fire 
brigade. 


A general survey showed that 
the water level at the main tank 
was very low while two other 
tanks were empty. 


More than 20,000 gallons of 
water per hour were needed to 
bring the situation back to 
normal. Coun. Miano asked 
Mayor D. K. Kanyi and the 
council to rectify the problem.

MASS LAYOFFS IN TIMBER INDUSTRY POSSIBLE

OVER 5,000 workers in the timber industry 
are set to be declared redundant this week. 
Already the Nation learnt yesterday ae Saw Mills 


has laid off workers in the

The chairman of the Timber 
Industries Employers’ Associa- 
tion, Mr. I. S. Keen, said the 
mass lay-offs would begin on 
Thursday unless something was 
done to rectify. the issue of 
licences for felling trees. 

The proposed lay-offs arise out 
of refusal by the Ministry of 
Natural Resources to allow 
timber firms to fell trees, the 
employers say. 

According to Mr. Keen, ‘““mem- 
bers who operate sawmills in the 
azetted forests have been 
instructed by forest officers to 
cease logging operations and that 
no further measurement of logs 
will be made’’ until further 
notice. 

In a letter addressed to the 
Chief Conservator of Forests and 
copied to the Ministry of Labour, 
the Federation of Kenya 
Employers and the Kenya 
Timber and Furniture Workers’ 
Union, Mr. Keen stressed that 
the cutting-off of raw material 
supplies to mills could only have 
the most serious economic conse- 
quences to the forest industry as a 
whole. 

Asking for clarification on 
when the resumption of felling 
would be, Mr. Keen said the 
executive council of the associa- 
tion would meet on Thursday to 
begin the lay-off process. 

e letter from the association 
was sent to the Chief Conservator 
of Forests last week. 

In an interview yesterday, the 
eneral secretary of the Kerya 

imber and Furniture Workers 
Union. Mr. David Matheru, 
gsdmitted that several firms 
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had told the union they would be 
laying off workers if the Ministry 
of. Environment and Natural 
Resources did not clarify the 
matter immediately. 


“As far as the union is concer- 
ned,” he said, “the Government 
has cautioned foresters against 
licensing the cutting down of 
trees without ensuring that the 
trees are replaced. And we are 
also aware of the formation of a 
committee to review the pit- 
sawing licences together with the 
establishment of a Forest Inspec- 
tion and Protection Unit for 
curbing unauthorised cutting 

of trees, illegal burning of 
charcoal and other malpractices 
in the forests’. 

Mr. Matheru said most timber 
firms had long-term licences 
and were authorised to fell trees 
under the forest department's 
felling programme. But, he said, 


“it appears that either the 
firms are trying to use the 
ood intended action by the 

ernment as a scapegoat to 
declare mass redundancies in the 
industry or the foresters are mis- 
interpreting the Government's 
intention”. 

Mr. Matheru said he had 
written to the Office of the Presi- 
dent, the Central Organisation of 
Trade Unions (Cotu), the Federa- 
tion of Kenya Employers, the 
Ministry of Natural Resources 
and the Association of Timber 
Employers, regarding the inten- 
ded redundancies.

KENYA will have its own

And he cautioned port workers,

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RAILWAY FINANCES FACE LARGE DEFICIT

this vear. 

According to a report in the 
current issue of Africa Now, 
forecasts for the ailing Railways 
Corporation show a cumulative 
operational loss that will reach 
the high water-mark of 180 
million shillings while debt 
servicing will stand at 15 million 
shillings. The report continues: 
“For the first half of 1981, the 
Corporation suffered losses of 64 
million shillings. In 1980, the loss 
was 72 million shillings. In 1979 
the loss figures were 104 million 
shilling. Sh. 71 millien in 1978 and 
Sh. 46 million in 1977. The Corpora- 
tion owes local authorities in the 
country a total of 97 million 
shillings in unpaid rates. It owes 

the Government Sh. 73 million which 
should have been paid in 1977.” 

However, according to the 
secretary-general of Kenya 
Railways gnd Harbours Union, 

Mr. Ochola Mak’Anyengo, the 
claim that the Corporation is in 
deep financial crisis is ‘false and 
misleading.” The Railways union 
has no doubt an interest in the 
future of the Corporation since its 
23,000 members were awarded 
salary increases and l.ousing 
allowances totalling 84 million 
shillings by the Industrial Court. 
The payment of such a large sum 
only makes the financial position 
of the Kenya Railways sag 
further. 

The Corporation's mana ing 
director, Mr. Davidson Ngini, di 
not have time to talk to the Nation 
about the financial plight of the 
organisation according to his 
secretary.

the harvested cotton in their 
houses in anticipation hoping the 
National Irrigation Board (NIB) 
will buy the crop. 

A survey showed that NIB paid 
the farmers after recovering all 
loans, an exercise which lasted 
one-and-a-half years. 

It was also found that some 
farmers at the scheme had debts 
amounting to 20,000/-. 

Some farmers withholding the 
crop are ferrying it in canoes to 
Zubaki and Milalulu locations 
where they conspire with farmers 
growing rain-fed cotton and sell it 
to the Hola Co-operative Society 
on cash basis. 

The non-irrigated cotton 
growers have also decided to 
down their tools because the co- 
operative society has refused to 
buy their cotton on realising the 
racket. 


ee have neither prepared 
their farms nor collected cotton 
seeds for planting this season.

HANDICRAFT EXPORTS INCREASE 
Nairobi DAILY NATION in English 19 Jan 82 p 9 


[Text] Handicrafts exports from Kenya rose by 18 per cent in 1981 with wood carv- 
ings having accounted for 63 per cent of the exports. 


Basketry exports tripled last year and accounted for 16 per cent of the total ex- 
ports with a free on hoard (FOB) value of Sh. 2.7 million, according to a statement 
from the Kenya External Trade Authority (KETA). 


Major beneficiaries of the increased exports are the substantial numbers of rural 
women who have channelled their crafts into the expanded markets, said KETA, which 
maintains handicrafts exports statistics. 


The sharp increase, according to the authority, was due to increased orders by ma- 
jor importers and retail stores and orders by new buyers. 


KETA's marketing section, which compiles statistics weekly, said that Sh. 16.8 mil- 
licn were dispatched to countries giving preferential treatment to Kenya's exports 
under the Lome/ACP and GSP agreements. 


The statement further said that the market value of the crafts work is estimated 
between 54 and 5&5 million. 


The biggest importing countries of handicrafts were the USA, Germany, UK, Japan, 
Canada, Australia and the Netherlands, said the authority. 


Kenya has become a major source for buyers of gift-ware, decorative accessories 
and styled ethnic merchancise. "Importers have found that Kenya's exporters have 
the know-how and production capabilities to meet the market demands and consumer 
tastes," noted KETA. 


The two fastest growing markets for the hand-made high quality merchandise have 
been Japan and Australia.

THE Kenya Tailors and Textile Workers Union, 


Changamwe branch, has threatened to call a strike at the 
Interfashions Garment Factory, Mombasa, if 50 workers 
sacked on Wednesday are not reinstated. 

Labour Ministry officials have been meeting daily with the 
union and company officials to resolve the dispute. 

According to the branch secretary of the union, Mr. Opiyo 
Odidi, the sackings by the management were against 


established industrial procedure. 


‘We will call a strike at the 
factory if the-matter is not 
amicably resolved by the 
Labour Office, since the 
management of the company 
is out to victimise our mem- 
bers,’ added the union 
official. 

He said the workers were 
sacked on Wednesday 
morning when they reported 
for duty on allegations that 
they had participated in a 
“strike” on Tuesday evening 
which the workers maintain 
was a “lockout”. 

He said investigations by 
the Ministry of Labour 
officials proved that the 
“lock-out” was illegal and a 
number of meetings had been 
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convened since then between

He said that the manage- 
ment of the company was 
refusing to negotiate directly 
with him to have the workers 
reinstated.

SH. 90M. PACT SIGNED--A finance agreement for Sh. 90 million was yesterday signed 
between the Kenya Commercial Bank and Societe Generale of France to help Kenyan 
industrialists import machinery, equipment and technical services from France. 
The agreement for the "buyer credit" finance was signed by KCB chairman Philip 
Ndegwa and Societe Generale Chairman Maurice Laure at the KCB headquarters, Nai- 
robi. The agreement stipulates that individual contracts for purchase of machin- 
ery and equipment must be for a minimum of Sh. 1.8 million while maximum “buyer 
credit" finance will be for 85 per cent of the contract sum. The interest rate 
currently applicable for "buyer credit" is 10 per cent per annum. The borrower 
will also pay a commitment fee of 0.5 per cent and a management fee of 0.5 per 
cent. And loans under the agreement must be repaid in equal half yearly instal- 
_ments within a period not exceeding seven years. For a prospective borrower to 
quality for a "buyer credit", a financial report or a status report acceptable to 
the lender will be required in addition to other bank requirements, according to a 
Press statement.

WOMEN CAUGHT IN SWOOP-=-Nyeri police rounded up 130 women on Wednesday night for 
medical check-up.

It could not be ascer- 
tained whether some of them worked in offices but many of them claimed they were 
self-employed or tha they were attending courses in th town. Police sources said

Owambo were not aware 
that the DTA had sent a 
plane for him yesterday 
and were highly surprised 


when they were first told , 


about it. 

The only uneasines that 
Mr Imbili has shown dur- | 
ing the past few days is 
that he had financial dif- 
ficulties, the leader of the 
NDP, Mr Peter Kalangula 
told The Advertiser this 
morning. Mr Kalangula 
declined to publicly reveal 
the details. 

Mr Imbili met with DTA 


Chairman Mr Dirk Mudge 
yesterday afternoon and 
others who attended the 
meeting were Mr Botha 
and the Secretary of the 
DTA, Mr Johan de Waal. 
Mr De Waal then released 
a statement last night in the 
name of Mr Imbili giving 
Mr Imbili’s = apparent 


‘reasons for changing his 


mind. 

Mr Imbili made these 
points: 

@ He would remain a 
DTA member of the 
National Assembly and 
Ministers’ Council; 

@ It was senseless to 
desert the greatest body of 
national unity (the DTA) 
and hope to replace it with 
some other unity. He is 
also happy that the NPLF 
has joined the DTA ranks; 
@ He cannot identify with 
@ move that isolates the 
Owambos from the rest of 
the country’s people; 

@ the NDP did not give 
Mr Kalangula an official 
mandate to break from the 
DTA and the break as 
such must be seen as a per- 
sonal one; 
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@ There was nothing 
wrong with the NDP at- 
tempting to get other par- 
ties to join the DTA, but it 
is a completely different 


| thing to get new parties to 


join and then precipitate a 
split; 

@ And the opposition in 
Owambo to the NDP’s 
break from the DTA is 
considerable. 

Asked to comment on 
developments this mom- 
ing, Mr Kalangula said: “I 
don’t want to touch on the 
matter now but the truth 
will prevail in the end. 
Moreover, the wishes of 
the people will decide the 


- future of this country. We 


have said that we will stand 


' by the people and we know 
. that we can depend on 


. their support”. 


Mr Kalangula said Mr 
Imbili went with him on 


. Monday to Tsumeb and 


they shared the same hotel 
room there. Mr _ Imbili 
made it clear throughout 
that he believed that the 
NDP had done the right 
thing on Monday.

ALLEGED USE OF NERVE GAS IN ERITREA DENOUNCED

day — ‘I'he Somali gove- 
rnment strongly condem- 
ns the on-going genocide 
in Eritrea being carried 
out by the Fascist Men- 
gistu regime with active 
support of Soviet Union, 
Cuba, Libya and South 
Yemen in an effort to 
exterminate the three- 
and-halt million Eritere- 
an people. 


This was said by the 
Somali Minis- 
ter for Foreign  Af- 
fairs Jaalle Andirahman 
Jama Barre ina _ press 
conference held today at 
the Ministry’s premises. 

Following is the full 
text of the Minister’s sta- 
tement: 

Ladies and Gentlemen, 

I would like to thank 
you all first for respon- 
ding to my invitation to 
come to the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs to attend 
this press conference on 
the ongoing genocide in 
Eritrea being carried out 


by the fascist Megistu 
regime, with the active 
support of the Soviet Un- 
ion its allies Cuba, Libya 
and the South Yemen in 
an effort to exterminate 
the three and half million 
Eritrean people. 


‘people’s force and will in 


standing firmly for their 
The Somali Government 
under these circumstan- 
ces can not be _ silent 
about this barbaric cri- 
me being committed 
openly against the inno- 
cent people of Eritrea. 

Therefore, we feel duty 
bound to unmask to the 
world public opinion the- 
se barbaric and inhuman 
crimes of the Mengistu 
regime. 


As you may recall the 
fascist cclonial regime of 
Addis Ababa held re- 
cently the so-called na- 
tion-wide Asmara con- 
ference chaired by Men- 
gistu to execute the mil- 
litary plan for the exter- 
mination of the Eritrean 
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people, who have been 
resisting the colonial op- 
pression of Abyssinia si- 
nce 1961. This conferen- 
ce was simply meant to 
be a prelude to carry out 
the strategy set up and 
agreed upon by the tri- 
partite conference held 
in Aden in August, 1981, 


under the sponsorship of 
the Soviet Union, comp- 
rising Ethiopia, Libya 
and the peoples Democ- 
ratic Republic of Yemen 


(South Yemen). Further- 
more, follow up meetings 
this unholy alliance were 
held in Tripoli and Addis 
Ababa in the last part of 
1981, for the implemen- 
tation of the’ military 
plan envisaged: particu- 
larly for the Horn of Afri- 
ca. Under the present 
state of affairs of geno- 
cide it is obvious that the 
objective of the conferen- 
ce in Asmara was direc- 
ted to annihilate the Erit- 
rean people and their 
Liberation Fronts. 








It is therefore, natural 
that the international 


community can not be si- 


lent about this shameful 
and inhuman crime aga- 
inst the Eritrean pecyle, 
and it is because of this 
that we find it incum- 
bent on the part of the 

Somali Government and 
people to reveal the true 
facts behind this cam- 
paign of genocide. 


Both the fascist colo-- 
nial regimes of Abyssi- 
nia under Emperor Haile 
Selassie and Mengistu 
opposed the independen- 
ce of Eritrea and fought 
against the Eritrean Li- 
beration Fronts. Howe- 


ver, they utterly failed to 
eliminate the Eritrean 
legitimate right to self- 

ceterminationas the only 


peaceful solution to this 
long standing question of 
people and territory. 

The present pre-emp- 
tive operation which is 
being launched by the 
fascist Mengistu regime 
supported by a super po- 
wer and its allies against 
the Eritrean people at a 
time when that regime 
has undertaken intensive 
preparation and set tp 
unleash a new general 
offensive is marked not 
only for the pronounced 
level of external _ inter- 
vention on the side of 
Abyssinia, but also in- 
deed more gravely, for 
the regime’s intended use 


of nerve gas. The Abys- 
sinian regime has _enlis- 
ted Libyan military equi- 
pment and troops, Rus- 
sian Generals as Com- 
manders of the opera- 
tion, South Yemeni and 
Cuban pilots and other 

foreign experts to boost 
its plan of genocide aga- 
inst the Eritrean people. 
The situation has been 
aggravated in addition to 
the well-known Soviet 
Union deliveries by the 
military equipment supp- 
lies provided by Libya of 
which the new deliveries 
are 20 M..L. —24 Helicop- 
ter gunships which are 
being used for the first 


time in the war and Her-. 


cules C14’s to bolster So- 
viet MIG-2ls and MIG- 
23s, long under fascist 

Mengistu’s disposal. Fur- 
thermore, Libya has fur- 
nished on January 14, 
1982, four Hercules C-130 
military transport planes 
one of which on its way 
to Eritrea via Addis Aba- 
ba crashed killing all its 
military passangers, of 
which 31 including the 
crew were Libyans, 24 
Cuban officers, and 25 
Ethiopian officers. 

As history repeats it- 
self we should take note 
of the fact that successi- 
ve Abyssinian regimes 
have claimed that Erit- 
rea was an itegral part of 
Abyssinia. Nevertheless, 
this territory since its 
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iJegal annexation has 
been under military oc- 
cupation with all its con- 
sequent brutalities. 
Thanks to the success- 
ful resistence of the Erit- 
rean people and conse- 
quent failure of these re- 
gimes to crash their wiil 


to free themselves, Aby- 


ssina, as has been the ca- 
se with other peoples 
under its domination, is 
now resorting to the use 
of foreign military for- 

ces for their annihilation. 
Let me pose a question 
here. If Abyssinia consi- 
ders Eritrea <An internal 
problem», why would it 
employ such forces agai- 
nst its people? The ans- 
wer to this question alo- 
ne shall prove that Aby- 
ssinia had always seen 
this territory and its peo- 
ple’s an alien force _ ini- 
mical to its interests and 
o threat to its very exis-- 
tence. This military cam- 
paign nowin progress 


should be seen in that 
light. 
We understand that the 


Eritrean Liberation Fro- 
nts have been courageo- 
usly fighting against this 
new military offensive of 
the Abyssinian regime 
and indeed Mengistu’s 
personal presence in As- 
mara to direcct the ope-- 
ration is an indicative 
proof that the Abyssi- 
nian colonial regime has 
not been able to achieve 
its objectives in this res- 
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pect. 

It is an irony of his- 
tory that the fascist__re- 
gime in Addis Ababa is 
committing crimes of ge- 
nocide under the camou- 
flage of building socia- 
lism in Abyssinia. Like- 
wise, it shows the hypoc- 
racy of the Soviet Union 
and its utter disregard 
for the principle and nor- 
ms of international law 
and the right of people 
to self-determination. 
Obviously, this is not the 
first time that the fascist 
Mengistu has declared 
his mal-intentions vis-a- 
vis the Eritrean people 
and his determination of 
eliminating them, though 
a major proportion, par- 
ticularly women, child- 
ren and the elderly have 
already taken refugee in 
the neighbouring count- 
ries and other parts of 
the world. 

The Somali Govern- 
ment strongly condemns 
this inhuman course of 
action on the part of the 
fascist regime of Addis 
Ababa and calls upon it 
to stop forthwith its cam- 
paign of genocide against 
the Eritrean people and 
the denial of their right 
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~to self-determination. 


Somalia also calls upon 
the foreign forces taking 
part in this genocide ca- 
mpaign of the Eritrean 
people to halt their naked 
intervention in this in- 
ternal affair of Eritrea 
ard leave the problem to 
be solved peacefully. 

We call upon the Uni- 
ted Nations, the Organi- 
zation of African Unity 
(OAU), other internatio- 
nal Organizations, the in- 
teinational community 
and the peace loving na- 
tions to intervene prom- 
ptly in this matter inor- 
der to avert this immi- 
nent catastrophe and to 
assist in finding a just 
and lasting peaceful so- 
lution to the probiem. 

In conclusion I would 
like to once again reaf- 
firm Somalia’s total sup- 
port for the struggle and 
the legitimate stand of 
the Eritrean people to 
attain their inalienable 
right to self-determina- 
tion and independence 
for which they have been 
fighting over the last 
twenty years.

PARTY SECRETARY DISCUSSES CCM ROLE, ACHIEVEMENTS

Q: — Can you explain in 
which way CCM is supreme 
in this country? 


A: — The supremacy of the 
Party is in two dimensions. 
First, is in its power to decide 
on all issues in the country, a 
“thbel acquired from _ its 


istorical role in the 


liberation of this country. 

It started the struggle for 
independence, realised the 
people’s aspirations and laid 
the strategy for eliminating 
colonialism. It is the Party 
which educated the masses of 
the evils of colonialism and 
their ability to combat it. 

TANU played that role on 
Tanzania Mainland while 
ASP did so in Zanzibar. The 
two political parties led Tan- 
zanians to the Union in 1964 
and merged in 1977. To un- 
derstand the Party it is 
necessary to understand that 
reality in our political 
development. 


On the other. hand its 
supremacy emanated from its 
supervisory role of organs of 
implementation. The Con- 
stitution of the United 
Republic recognises Chama 
Cha Mapinduzi (CCM) as the 
sole political Party in the 
country. The Constitution 
spells out that it will be the 
final authority in all matters. 

Let me cite the National 
Assembly and the Armed For- 
ces to elaborate what I said. 


In order to become a Member | 


of Parliament, a Tanzanian 
has to be a CCM member. 


Since Parliament make laws, ' 
passes revenues and ex- 


penditures and supervises im - 
plementation in the Govern- 
ment and its organs, the 
supremacy of the Party is 
Clearly shown. 


In the Armed Forces, all 
who form them are CCM 
members, which naturally 
shows that all important 
organa of the country are run 
and headed by CCM mem- 
bers. These are few examples 
which show the Pary, its 
policy and leadership in the 
country.” 


Q: — But the vitality of the 
Party depends on the size 
of its members and their 
total involvement in its ac- 
tivities. Five. years after 
CCM was formed, how has 
the Party mobilised the 
masses into its mem- 
bership? 


A: — Thousands of Tan- 
tanians have joined CCM 
since the introduction of 
membership induction courses 
in 1978. At present the Party 
has 2,100,000 members. In 
1977 when it was launched, 
the membership stood at 
1,500,000, which shows there 
has been an increase of 40 per 
vent. 


But I want to emphasize 
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that the ‘life of the Party 
should be gauged by im- 
plementation by members of 
all mportant directives in the 
Party Constitution, including 
payment of dues, con- 
tributions and participating in 
its seatings. plementation 
rather than figures therefore 
is the determining factor of 
whether the Party is alive or 
not. 


Q: — Tanzanians have a 
high political con- 
sciousness which, however, 
is not reflected in in- 
creased production. Please 
explain. 


A: — It is quite true that 
Tanzanians have a very high 

olitical consciousness. 

owever, it is important to 
say that politics involves 
many facets, including 
economics. Most Tanzanians 
depend on agriculture for 
their living. There is also an 
inescapable truth that for the 
ast four years our country 
hea gone through drought, 
floods and falling world 
market prices of our cash 
crops. These havé greatly af- 
fected the efforts of our 
peasants who, when the 
climatic conditions are good, 
produce plenty oi food and 
cash crops. + 


An example of this was in 
.1977 when there was a bum- 
per maize harvest and we 
managed to export some 








abro&d. It 18, therefore, not 
true that our people have a 


higher political consciousness: 


but slaken in production. 


At the moment we face an 
acute shortage of farm im- 
plements, oe and tractor 
spares w 


which the country cannot 


produce enough. In the in-. 


dustrial sector, the scarcity of 
raw material and spare parts 
has forced most of the in- 
dustries to operate under 
canacity. 


Q: — What contribution has 
CCM made:to the national 
economy? ‘ | 


A: — It‘is the’ Party which 
‘wr all development plans. 
t defines the political 
economy of the country. The 
implkementors are. the people! 
themselves. CCM has passed 
a long term integrated plan 
which stresses on making in- 
vestiment for a 20 year period. 
The success in the industrial, 
agricultural; commercial and 
other sectors of the economy 
is a direct outcome of the 
Party stand on them. 


But the problems we face 
have not been caused by the 
Party. They have been caused 
by the war, drought and 
floods, a worsening world 
economy end partly by in- 
tergal inefficiency. — 


Q: — Besides attempts to 
reduce the salary ration 
margins between the 
highest and lowest worker, 
in which other ways has 
the Party and government 
led this country towarde 
equality an the 
elimination of classes? 


A: — The task of building: 
equality will be long. Besides 
the salary adjustment 
mechanism, the Party and 
Government have insisted and 
pressed for the spread of 
education, water and health 
facilities to all the people 
stage by stage. 


For example, primary 
education is given to all 
children irrespective of the 
status of their parents. The 
outcome of this is that by 


ich are greatly | 
needed by the peasants but — 


1984 about 900,000° Tan- 
zanian children will have 
completed Class VII. These 
children will have gone 


‘through similar instructions. 


Another sector of success is 
the National Service JKT and 
JKU for the Mainland and 
Zanzibar respectively. In the 
two organs, equality of those 
who take part is emphasized. 


On the economic front, the 
internal trade policy, the in- 
stitution of public production 
and distribution units are 
landmarks -on the path: 
towards equality. 


At independence, the 
salary ratio between the 
higheat and lowest worker 
stood at 1:40. Now it.is 1:6. 


Q: — One problem which 
African nations face is the 
transition of power, 
especially when they have 
been under a prominent 
and dominant leader for 
long. Do you think our 
Constitution’ has taken 
jenough safeguards against 
that problem? 


A.— The question of changing 
leaders without disturbing the 
social unity of the people is a 
very current subject. It has 
been on debate in Tanzania 
since 1980 when Presiden 
Nyerere publicly spoke on it. 
e Question being asked is 
who step: into Mwalimu’s 
shoes when hc decides to step 
down? In which direction will 
the political stand »i the 
country go? _» — ) 


The Nationa! ‘“.xecutive 
Council (NEC) of the Party 
started last year to debate on 
wi:at changes to wake in the 
United Republic Constitution. 
I am confident a smooth way 
of changing the top leadership 
of the Party will be worked 
out. 


[t is the intention of NEC 
that all the masses be in- 
volved in discussing the con- 
stitutional changes. In other 
words, we have not decided to 
make amendments in the 
Constitution in relation to 
this issue although work on it 
is still on. 


Q— Recently, NEC decided 
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that in future, Die- 
trict and Regional 
Party- Secretaries would 
stop being govern- 
ment officials. May 1 know 
why that separation bid not 
apply for the President and 
CCM National Chairman? 


A:— It is at district and 
regional levels where most of 
the day to day Party and 
government implementation 
takes place. The NEC believes 
that two decades of in- 
dependence have shown the 
correctness of combining the 
two posts. But time has come 
to separate the two roles in 
order to get more im- 
plementation initiative. 


Combing the two roles led to 
the subordination. of the 
Party. We want a, strong 
Party, not by mere words but 
by its deeds as well, ~*~ 


The aim is to give the Party 
a closer supervision role. The 
reasons for separating the 
government and Party leader. 
ship at national level could be 
similar to those of the two 
lower levels. I have men- 
tioned, however, the NEC has 
decjded that for the purpose 
of national unity and social 
tenacity, we should not 
separate the two ‘hats” at 
national level at the moment. 


Q:— Lest year, the Central 
Committee of the Party in- 
vestigated leaders who 
violeted the Leadership 
Code by owning taxis and 
accumulating wealth. 
When did the exercise end 
and what was the outcome? 


A:— Let me first of ail 
establish a principle. The 
Party Constitution has em- 
powered executive councils at 
all levels to check on the con- 
duct of all leaders and mem. 


bers, That is a permanent 
task. 


Early jast year, the NEC 
met in January in an ex- 
traordinary session to discuss 
some disturbing national 
issues. There were complaints 
about bad distribution of 
inadequate items and about 
economic sabotage. Besides 
orderir.g a better distribution 
system of the items, NEC also 
directed its Central Com. 








mittee (CC) ty meet and in- 
vestigate purporied national 
wide sabotage. That work 
lasted from January to 
August last year. 


The CC carried ont in- 
vesugation and handed its 
findings tu the President of 
th: Republic to enable the 
vovernment implemeni the, 
recommendations. 


There were three types of 
recommendations. The first- 
needed quick action, Eg. the 
steps taken u,uinst the top. 
leadership of Air Tz>zania: 
Tanzania Investment Ban... 
and Tancania Elimu Sup- 
plies. 


The seconu —° recom- 
mendations dealt with a 
system of running organs of 
implementation. It is definite 
proposed steps in this direv- 
tion would take toug iw iin- 
plement. 


The third category of 
recommendations concerned 
the party itself. The Party 
Constitution states that all 
members should have similar 
behaviour. When it is evident 
that members follow contrary 
norms, it is necessary that 
steps be taken. The work of 
the committee on this issue 
was not meant to be per- 
manent. The Party just aler- 
ted the country. It is up to the 
organs of implementation to 
do their work, knowing that 
the Party is there. 


Q:— Which political 
lessons can be drawn from 
the just-ended National 
congress of the Party? 


A:— May be it is too early to 
evaluate the Congress. 
However, four issues came to 
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light during discussions on 
the agenda. Firstly, the 
delegates endorsed the 
proposed changes, which is an 
indicator of the solidarity 
existing between the leaders 
and led as well as oneness 
during Party seatings. 
‘ 


Secondly, the delegates em- 
braced the 1981 Party 
Guidelines — Mwongozo — 
but demanded that the theory 
contained in the document be 
fully put into practice in order 
to defend the Party policy of 
Socialism and Self-Reliance. 


Thirdly, the delegates ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction over, 
the performance of some 
government organs. This was 
very vocally - expressed: 


’ Lastly, the delegates 
showed a high political con- 
sciousness on issues. The level 
of discussion was of very high 
standard and I must 
add -that the Cong- 
ress conducted its busi- 
ness calmly and joyfully. 
It was a Congress of work 
coupled with laughter. 


Q:— Tanzanians are amon 
the most highly taxe 
people in the world, taking 
into account the salaries 
they get. Don’t you think 
the voluntary contribution 
recently launched by the 
Party and the raising of 
membership fees and mon- 
thly subscriptions worsen 
the economic well-being of 
workers and peasants? 


A:—It may be true that in- 
dividual taxes are very high, 
but it is important to point 
out two things. First is the 
fact that Tanzania is among 
few countries on the planet 
which gives free education 
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from primary to University 
levels; free medical services 
and free clean water to or- 
din ary citizens. There must be 
a way of paying for these ser- 
vices. 


The second is that in its 20- 
year plan, the Party has direc- 


_ted the Government to look 


into ways of reducing income 
tax as the economic situation 
allows. The Government star- 
ted implementing that direc- 


tive during the 1981/82 
budget. -. 


Your question concerns the 
Party. The Party NEC 
decided to raise entrance fees 
and monthly subscriptions in 
view of increased running 
costs . 


Secondly, that decision only 
concerns CCM members who 
are guided by a Constitution. 
The system of voluntary con- 
tribution concerns CCM mem- 
bers only. Voluntary con- 
tributions are not new in the 
Party. ASP and TANU had 
that system which CCM in- 
tends to perpetuate and which 
the members understand very 
well. It is important to say, 
that the Party is composed of 
members who have a respon. 
sibility to find funds to run it. 


Lastly, the’ economic weil. 
being of citizens has been 
drastically affected by many 
other aspects which have been 
amply explained. The people 
and CCM members. know 
them. But it is true that the 
Party has to have funds to run 
its affairs. The funds have to 
come from the menership. 
The NEC decisiw:: on this 
issue Was vased on a report ut 
x select committee which 
rorrred 10 of the countrv’s 25 
cegwns.

[Excerpt] Private property owned by civil servants still on service or retired 
would be expropriated by the Zanzibar Government if proved that it had been ac- 
quired illegally, the Zanzibar House of Representatives was told here yesterday. 


Winding up debate on a Bill to ammend the Zanzibar Penal Code Decree, the Zanzibar 
Minister of State in the Office of the President of Zanzibar, Ndugu Ramadhan Haji 
Faki, said the move follows increased cases of misappropriation and thefts of pub- 
lic funds for personal gains. 


The Minister explained that it had discovered that some civil servants on service 
or retired, will have to account for their property, or how they established them- 
selves in business, failure to which the Government will expropriate the property", 
Ndugu Faki emphasised. 


The Minister said prior to the ammendment, there was no such law empowering the 
Government to expropriate individual property. 


Under the new law, any person who, be he an employee, officer or member of a pub- 
lic institution, causes a public institution to suffer any loss or damage to prop- 
erty through omission, negligence or misconduct shall be guilty of an offence. 


If convicted, the offender will be liable to a fine not exceeding 5,000/- or in 
default to be committed to an educational centre for a period not exceeding two 
years. 


In addition, the court can order the offender compensate the concerned institu- 
tion an amount equivalent to the actual loss incurred or damaged. 


In addition to bringing to book thieves, or officials who through their actions 
cause loss or damage to property owned by public institutions shall be convicted. 
This category includes economic saboteurs as well, the Minister told a cheering 
House.

THE Union of Tanzania 
Workers (JUWATA) in the Isics 
has called on the Zanzibar 
government to review upwards 
the minimum wage for workers 
to enable them mect the rising 
cost of living. 


A statement released by the 
Organization's head office in 
Zanzibar here yesterday said 
Juwata was aware of economic 
difficulties facing the nation, but 
said the drastic price rises of 
essentials over the years has 
greatly undermined the present 
minimum wage. 


The current minimum wage cf 


480 a month was announced by 
President Nyerere in Zanzibar 
two years ago during May Day 
celebrations held at national 
level in Zanzibar in 19X0. 


The statement signed by the 
Organisation’s Deputy Secretary 
General, (Zanzibar-based) 
Shaaban Mido, also urged 
workers in the Isles to co-aperate 
with Party and = government 
authorities to clamp down 
smuggling, hoarding and price 
speculation. 
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The release of the statement 
coincides with the wg tte of a 
Bill by the Zanzibar House of 
‘Representatives last Thursday 
giving the workers’ organisation 
legal status as sole mass 
organisation representing 
interests of the workers in the 
Isles. 


Since February 1977, Juwata 
has been running its activities in 


Zanzibar without — statutory 
blessing. 
Meanwhile The Zanzibar 


House of Representatives which 
ended its two-day session in 
Zanzibar yesterday, passed three 
bills on Land Distribution, 
Juwata and the Penal Code 
decree. 

The iast bill to be passed by the 
house was on land distribution 
giving the Zanzibar Ministry of 
Agriculture powers to enforce 
land use regulations including 
terraced farming on sloppy 
areas. 

The new law to be cited as the 
Land Distribution and Use Law 
of 1982 also fixed new levels for 
fines for those contravening the 
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proper use of land from 100/- 
under the 1966 Land 
Distribution Act to 500/-. 

Winding up the debate on the 
bill, the Minister for Agriculture 
Ndugu Hassan Nassor Moyo said 
the new law shall enable the 
ministry to enforce intensive 
land-use to raise agricultural 
productivity. 

Earlier, the Deputy Minister 
for Health Ndugu Ali Mohamed 
Shoka informed the House that 


his ministry with assistance from

NYERERE ASKS CROP AUTHORITIES TO REDUCE OVERHEAD COSTS

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PRESIDENT Nyerere has 
directed crop authonties in the 
country to reduce their overhead 
costs so that more money could 
be available to at least increase 
cash payable to growers. 

Reduction of overhead costs 
resulting, for example, from 
over-emplovment in the crop 
handling parastatals’ big offices. 
would make available more cash 
to be paid to, growers, he 
explained. 

Mwalimu said this at a 
ceremony during which he 
opened a tea processing factory 
at Mvwakaleli, some 36 
kilometres outside Tukuyu in 
Rungwe District. 

The President advised the 
parastatals to set aside at least 60 
per cent of the world market 
price of crops for payment to 
peasants. 

' The world market price of tea 
is 16/- a kilogramme today, but 
the Tanzania Tea Authority 
(TTA) paid growers only 7/50 
for the equivalent of a 
kilogramme of processed leaves. 

“Surely, there must be 
something wrong somewhere if 
vou get a 100 percent of that and 
fail to pay the grower at leat 60 
per cent’. the President said. 

“We must find out why the 
rower gets this money”, 
Mwalimu said, adding: 

“These are the things our 
parastatals have to solve”. 

The tea growers in Rungv. - 
District had told Mwalimu in a 
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message read on their behalf by 
Ndugu Samson Mwasampete 
that the producer pnice of tea set 
in 1977 was very low in view of 
rising production costs and 
should be reviewed. 

Mwalimu said although the 
country in general faced 
problems but some of them 
stemmed from the way the 
country's parastatals were run. 

The parastatals had to act to 
reduce these problems, 
Mwalimu said. 

Addressing himself to the 
newly appointed Minister for 
Agriculture, Ndugu John 
Machunda, who was present at 
the ceremony, Mwalimu said: 
“These corporations of yours 
have big overhead costs”. 

The President said, for 
example, it was improper to 
employ five people tor u job that 
could be done by one person. 

“It appears as if we are just 
giving jobs to each other. We 
cannot have jobs to give one 
another’. he said. 

The President also asked crop 


authorities to speed up 
fansportation of crops trom 
villages to ther _— tinal 


destinations. 

Parastatals should also pay 
growers in hard cash and 
promptly — instead of buying 
crops on credit. 

e said since growers were 
paid in Tanzanian currency 
which was readily available, they 
should not be discouraged by 
unnecessary delays. 
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KITUNDU NOTES SHORTCOMINGS IN LEADERSHIP CODE ENFORCEMENT

PARTY organs tend to shy 
away from exposing and rid- 
ding the Party of members 
violating the Leadership 
Code, the Commission for the 
Enforcement of the Leader- 
ship Code has said. 

Conmpsion Chairman, 
Colonel Selemani Kitundu, in 
an interview to appear 
tomorrow in the Sunday 
News, maintains that ‘he 
Party's failure indicated that 
the members were not fully 
educated on the nature of the 
Commission's work. 

He said: ‘‘We in the com- 
mission have realised that in 
the past five years of CCM'’s 
existence, it is only the CCM 
Chairman (Mwalimu 
Nyerere) and Party Vice- 
Chairman (Aboud Jumbe) 
who handed suspects to the 
commission in order to 
establish if they really had 
violated the code.” 

Col. Kitundu says that the 
Party Constitution under sec- 
tions 33 (4), 41 (5) and 51 (6) 
directs branch, district and 
regional Party organs to ob- 
serve the conduct and ac- 
tivities of Party members and 
report culprits to the ap- 
propriate authorities. 

But ‘these organs have not 
so far been doing so," he adds. 

He also explained: ‘‘People 
who violate section 8 (7) of 
the CCM Constitution are 
allowed to get away with it. A 
person could be removed from 
leadership for violating the 
Leadership Code, but retains 
the Party membership.” 
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The Commission Chairman 
stresses that the commission's 
effectiveness is dependent on 
CCM members, government 
and parastatal leaders and all 
the public in general. 

He. however. points out that 
many Party members have 
not been fully educated on the 
ills of ideological offences 
which the commission han- 
dies. “Consequently they do 
not render the kind of co- 
operation they are supposed 
to give to the commission,” he 
says. 

Regarding the contention 
that strict adherence to the 
Constitution's section 8 (7) 
would result into losing a lot 
of members and making CCM 
a less mass Party, Colonel 
Kitundu says CCM has laid 
down conditions for mem- 
bersh ip. 

“Why should a _ Socialist 
mass party keep owners of 
transport companies, big 
businesses, and landlords in 
its membership?” he asks. 

A “peasant” who runs a 
business is not a peasant any 
more and_ should be 
disqualified from continued 
Party membership,” he says. 


On the Party Chairman’s 
recent concern over the 
quality of Party leaders, he 
said the Party should play the 
major role, firstly to mobilise 
the people for building a 
Socialist state and secondly, 
the instruments entrusted 
with the responsibility of 
screening Party candidates 
must do that job very 
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carefu‘ly, so that the nation 
can get leaders committed to 
Socialism. 


Speaking on allegations 
that only “clerks” or grass- 
root Party leaders fall victims 
of the Commission's task, 
while ‘big shots’’ violate the 
code and get away with it, the 
Commission's Chairman says 
they carry no truth. 


He says the Commission 
has never received in- 
formation or evidence against 
a person and skipped the case 
on grounds that he or she was 
a “big shot”. 

“Assuming such murmurs 
are there, then they are 
throwing a challenge to the 
Party and everyone of us.” 


However, Col. Kitundu con- 
ceded that the Commission 
had over the past five years 
learnt that some public 
leaders have overtly used 
their relatives and friends 
who are CCM members to run 
huge businesses which drain 
away public funds through 
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tenders. 


But he says it is very dif- 
ficult to pin down such 
leaders. For such businesses 
are usually not registered in 
their names.

“The Party should make a 
new start, by removing from 
the Party unqualified mem- 
bers and this would make the 
work of the Commission very 
easy”, Ndugu Kitundu em- 
phasises. 


He stressed the need for 
purity of Party membership 
saying that it was dangerous 
to allow CCM members to 
violate the constitution on the 
pretext that one was not a 
leader, since the Party could .

OVER sixty per cent of the 
work on a 220-kilovolt power 
line from Kidatu to Mufindi 
has been completed and the 
propct is expected to be com- 
missioned in July or August 
this year.

Planning Manager Ndugn 
VH. Poon said in Dar es 
Salaam that the line, to carry 


power from the Kidatu hydro- 
electric plant to Iringa and 
Mufindi, is expected to be 
completed in the middle of 
this year. ‘ 

“Work on the line is on 
schedule’, he said. The line is 
being laid by a Yugoslav firm 
-Energoinvest- of Sarajevo. It 
will cost 300 million/- on com- 
pletion, of which 225 million/- 
is in foreign currency. 

A West Germany firm — 
Siemens is building sub- 
stations for the line at Kidatu, 
Iringa and Mufindi. Ndugu 
Poonja said the substations 
were also expected to be com- 
pleted at the sume time. 

Ile said the transfonners 
for the substations had been 
tested. The Swedish firm — 
Asean — 1s providing the 
transformers for the stations. 
Fach substation would have 
two. 
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The transformers are ex- 
pected to arrive in the country 


from Sweden sometimes in 
March, he said. 

The Kidatu-Iringa -Mufindi 
line is part of the south- 
western extension of the 
national power grid which 
will supply power to various 
areas in the country from 
Kid atu. 

The south-western ex- 
tension of the grid includes 
supply of Kidatu§ power to 
Mbeya through a line to be 
laid to the area from Mufindi. 

Ndugu Poonja said surve 
work had been completed. 
Financing for the project 
needing some 230m/- was 
being finalised, he added. 

Work on the line would 
‘hopefully”’ restart in a 
couple of months and be com- 
pleted towards the end of next 
year. It was earlier scheduled 
for the end of this year. 

The government of Italy 
will partly finance the line

Due to the over-loading of 
the existing line from Moshi 
to Arusha on the north- 
eastern extension of the 
national grid, work has been 
going on to lay a new 132 
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kilovolt line between the two 
towns. : 
Ndugu Poonja said the line 
had been completed and work

_and Arusha was still in 


progress. The transformers for 
the substations are expected 
in the country around April 
and the substations could be 
commissioned by July. 

The line cost 85 million/- of 
which 75million/- is in foreign 
currency.

Report ‘Catalogue of Rampant Irregularities’

FINANCIAL irregularities ana malprac- 
tices in parastatal organisations are on the 
increase and some managers are bent on 


getting a rip-off from public funds. 


The Auditor-General 
Mr Stubbs Nundwe, in 
his report on the ac- 
counts of parastatai 
bodies for 1980, has ex- 
pressed concern that 
previous recommenda- 
tions of the parliamen- 
tary select committee on 
parastatals were not be- 
ing implemented by the 
Government. 

These include the scandal in 
which the Zambia National 
Commercial Bank wrote-off 
bad debts amounting to KS§.7 
million without making efforts 
to recover the monies from the 
culprits. 

The Government-had faded 
to undertake a re-appraisat of 
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the Livingstone Motor Assem- 
blers project aS was recoim- 
mended by the committee in its 
report for 1979. 

The latest report is a cata- 
logue of rampant irregularities 
in public bodies while Govern- 
ment investment in parastatal 
organisations has correspond- 


ingly increased. 


The report notes that a 
review of the accounts of 
Zimco and its subsidiaries for 
1977 to 1981 showed that the 
capital invested by the Gov- 
ernment into the Zimco group 
of companies increased from 
K46.4 million in 1977 to K423 
million in 1981 excluding 
grants totalling K72.4 million 
as of March 31, 1981. 





Dividends 

But Zimco has failed to 
declare any dividends since 
1975 and as at December 31, 
1980 the corporation owed the 
Government K54.5 million in 
arrears of interest on long 
term loans. 

The report exposes several 
scandals in the Agricultural 
Finances Company (AFC) 
where a number of animals 
valued at K211,500 repossessed 
from a farm in Kabwe owned 
by a loanee were later sold by 
the management for only 
K25,000 to an expatriate 
farmer. 

But the farmer paid only 
K20,000 which was deposited 
to the original borrowers’ 
account and the balance of 
K5,000 treated as a seasonal 
loan to him. The farmer has 
since sued the AFC for 
K186,500 in respect of the 
animals and K4,274 for loss on 
milk sales. 

Contrary to regulations a 
married woman employee was 
given a seasonal loan of 
K36,150 by the head office 
although the application had 
earlier been' rejected by the 
provincial management com- 
mittee. 

In some cases loans were 
approved. in excess of the 
amounts recommended by the 
provincial management com- 
mittees. 

Agricultural loans totalling 
K1,076 were granted to staff 
from office orderlies to the 
chief executive during the 
1980/81 season and all 
employees granted loans of 
K20,000 and above were advis- 
ed to resign ‘‘except in one or 
two cases.”’ 

The auditor-general found 
that out of K23 million taken 
over from the defunct Credit 
Organisation of Zambia only 
K4,845,224 had been collected. 

There was a weakness in the 
system used to recover debts 
from loanees 


A test check of the record 
maintained in the Lusaka 
region revealed that in 31 
cases, although stop orders 
were issued for loans totalling 
nearly K2 million. no recove- 
ries Were made either through 
the loanees themselves or any 
marketing Organisation. 

The auditor-general ques- 
tions the wisdom of the 
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Government to continue sub- 
sidising the AFC to meet its 
vdministration expenses. 

About K7.3 million was 
spent last vear subsidising the 
organisation while an exami- 
nation of its records and 
accounts showed the comp. ay 
received from the time of 
incorporation interest on loans 
and sundry income totalling 
K14.1 million.

(Zamhort) revealed ‘‘unsatis- 
factory features’’ including the 
purchase of a water pump by 
the general manager at a cost 
of K899 to be installed at his 
private farm without the 
approval of the board of 
directors.

A Mercedez Benz truck was 
sold to a member of the 
board of directors for K3,500 
for which no payment had 
been made at the time of 
investigation. 


At the National Educational 
Distribution Company of Zam- 
bia (Nedcoz) auditors found 
that a South African supplier 
of Encyclopaedia Brittannica 
had given a_ set to the 
general manager as a gift 
which he did not report to the 
board of directors. 


The company subsequentiy 
placed another order for sets 
valued at K351,000 from the 
supplier although because 
of non-availability of foreign 
exchange the order was can- 
celled. But checks by Mr 
Nundwe’s men discovered that 
Nedcoz had previously placed 
an order for 100 sets worth 
K55.000 which had arrived in 
the country. 


The report disclosed that 
Mweru Water Transport which 
had continued to receive 
subsidies and capital grants 
from the Government between 
1973 to 1979 _ totalling 
K404.485 had not prepared 
annual accounts for 1974 
1977, 1978 and 1979, 

An audit check revealed 
financial and administrative 
malpractices which eventually 
led to the termination of 
employment of the manager.

Mr Mundia said this was a 
Government instruction to 
Zambia Raiways to suspend 
the running of the Kafue from 
yesterday to facilitate the 
movement of the copper pile- 


up. 

"Addressing workers at 
Kabwe Industrial Fabrics after 
a conducted tour yesterday Mr 
Mundia said the Government 
felt that it was important to 
exchange and increase revenue 
from the mining companies by 
the end of this year. 

‘*So, | am apologising very 
sincerely on behalf of the Party 
and its Government for the 
inconvenience this arrange- 
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ment has caused to the pas- 
sengers on this train. But | am 
sure they will be able to use 
another train for a week or 
two.’”’ 

The mining industry is 
expected to make a loss of 
K118 million at the end of the 
financial year in March, 
Mr Mundia said. 

He said this after touring 
the Broken Hill division of 
Nchanga Consolidated eo 
Mines (NCCM) to get first 
hand information of the pro- 
blems facing the company. 

The Prime Minister said as a 
result of the anticipated loss 
the Government had exempted 
mining companies from paying 
tax this year. 

Mr Mundia who is.on a four- 
day tour of Kabwe industries 
said the Government had 
thought of rationalising the 
operations of the two mining 
companies by merging them. 

The merger of Roan Consoli- 
dated Copper Mines and 
NCCM into Zambia Consoli- 
dated Copper Mines which has 
already been signed, would 
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make it the third largest 
mining company in the world. 

“‘The other goodness is 
that as an enlarged company, 
we shall be able to influence 
the price of copper on the 
world market,”’ he said. 

Mr Mundia who is accom- 
panied by ministers for Natio- 
nal Guidance Mr Arnold 
Simuchimba, Legal Affairs 
and Attorney-General, Mr 
Gibson Chigaga, Minister of 
State for Mines, Mr Mathew 
Makayi, Members of Parlia- 
ment and district governors, 
said one of the major 
problems afflicting the nation 
was lack of foreign exchange. 


‘With this merger, we are 
looking forward to the reco- 
7 of the -mining industry 
and make a profit.

‘On the other hand, for this 
vear alone there is a re- 
quirement for K4.1_ million 
with which to continue the 
construction of living quarters 
for the factory personnel. 

‘It will be appreciated, that 
at the factory's present level 
of development, the accom- 
modation of its workers is a 
matter of great concern to us. 
Given all the necessary 
operational funds needed, the 
factory should be able to pull 
through and prove to be a

viable economic entity."’ 


Approach: 


But Mr Mundia who toured 
the complex said he did not 
doubt the ability of the 
complex to raise its own funds 
at the level it had reached 
like any other Zimco company. 


The board of directors 
chaired by Secretary of State 
for Defence and Security Zulu 
with Gen Chinkuli as_ his 
deputy ‘‘should move fast 
and look into this matter. If 
they have any problems, 
they should approach us”’. 


Mr Mundia told the gather- 
ing which included Central 
Province Member’ of — the 
Central Committee Mr Samuel 
Mbilishi, ministers and the 
Chinese charge d'affaires at 
the Chinese embassy in Lu- 
saka Mr Jian Hu, that the 
plant had been made a limited 
company with freedom to 
raise its own financial re- 
sources from any source. 


The Kabwe Urban district 
council had been given K3 
million by the Zambia National 
Provident Fund as a loan to 
help "them accomplish their 
commitments to the complex. 


Mr Mundia directed the 
council to use K1.6 million of 
that loan as their foreign 
exchange to buy equipment for 
the water and sewage facilities 
at the complex.
